If Air Canada can’t 
make money off Sept. 11, why 
should anyone else?” 

Milton had vowed that if 
received, the $1 billion from the 
federal government would go 
directly toward a new fleet of Air 
Canada planes whose cutting- 
edge construction would discour- 
age hijackers (two words: balsa 
wood). The new jets would also 
feature onboard metal detectors, 
ceramic detectors and peanut 
detectors to improve safety; En 
Route magazine would now fea- 
ture a perfume sample and an 
erotic pictorial featuring baggage 
handlers; and to reduce the risk to 
the crew, each flight would only 
seat three passengers. This should 
easily accommodate demand.

“food.” British Airways has all the 
creature comforts, including three 
servings of mushy peas per 
transcontinental flight and the 
time-honoured right of the first- 
class passengers to cane everyone 
else. U.S. discount flyer AirTran, 
formerly ValuJet (itself formerly 
Discount Al’s Flying Pawnshop 
and Titty Bar) treats its flyers to an 
informal atmosphere in its “No 
Shirt, No Shoes” class, formerly 
known as the cargo bay 

There are, of course, other ways 
to let Canadians bail out Air 
Canada. Passengers could pay a 
little extra to have the drug-sniff- 
ing dogs “overlook” the occasion- 
al backpack coming in from 
Europe. And instead of the much- 
despised departure tax, these days 
most flyers would gladly pay a 
much larger “arrival tax,” paid 
upon safe landing, for the right to 
get off the airplane. 

And the airline may, in the end, 
cut its flights down to its “core 
competencies” by offering only 
four routes: Toronto-Calgary; 
Toronto-Vancouver; Toronto- 
Robert Milton’s Cottage in the 
Muskokas; and Toronto-Glace 
Bay, Nova Scotia (Bob’s wife likes 
to visit her folks). 

Until then, I’ve got the perfect 
corporate slogan. “Air Canada: 
Why not use it? You’re paying for 
it.”

A 1999 study reckons that 
Edmonton’s arts community attracts nearly three 
million patrons annually, with nearly 600,000 of 
those being out-of-town visitors. Those visitors 
spend $57 million, contributing to an overall eco- 
nomic impact on the city of $82.5 million — 
enough to generate 2,000 jobs in the city. 

That, on a civic investment of $2 million. That's 
only four per cent of the overall arts budgets, 
rx a says, but it’s essential. 

To gauge their attitude towards the city’s com- 
munity investment grants, candidates need to be 
asked about philosophy and stability, Mahon says. 

The first question should be “Are we going to 
keep arts a responsibility of government or should 
government focus solely on core services?” 

If arts are a core service, then the next question 
should be one about momentum, says Mahon. Is 
that level of funding secure and is it open to judi- 
cious increases? 

Mahon cautions against what he calls “free- 
loader mentality”: “Everybody likes having the 
arts in town, but some people feel it will happen 
anyway,” without government support. It isn’t so, 
says Mahon. 

The front-runners in this year’s election may be 
making their priorities clear: Should we be con-

be spent just to get a mayor elected in 
Edmonton. Of the eight candidates, the 
three front-runners will have spent more 
than a cumulative total of $300,000. It 
would be nice to know before stepping 
into the voting booth, who’s bankrolling 
them, but as it stands the candidates are 
under no obligation to disclose any 
information about their campaign contri- 
butions until three months after the elec- 
tion 

In Alberta, there are no limits on 
municipal campaign spending, and dis- 
closure regulations are left up to individ- 
ual municipalities. Edmonton’s election- 
disclosure bylaw requires all candidates 
to list every individual donor who gave 
them $300 or more, but those lists won't 
be available to the public until Jan 31, 
2002. 

That suits Bill Smith’s campaign team 
just fine. Two weeks ago SEE Magazine 
requested a list of his financial support- 
ers, but the request was denied. Bernie 
Pilon, Smith’s media relations manager, 
said all will be revealed at the end of 
January, and not before. Pilon also men- 
tioned that by that time, the general pub- 
lic will no longer care about who helped 
put the candidate in office and the media 
will be concerned only with total spend- 
ing. 

Edmonton’s campaign-disclosure 
bylaw is so full of loopholes it’s virtually 
meaningless. Part of the problem is that 
its architects are the very people it’s sup- 
posed to govern. Mayoral candidates 
should promise to have an outside party 
devise a new set of rules for the next 
election. 


Photo radar

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Health candidate 
survey stumbles 


With less than two weeks before 
Albertans get their first opportunity 
to elect members to local health 
authorities, an effort to gauge the 
candidates’ positions is having a lit- 
tle difficulty getting off the ground. 

These days it’s almost hard to 
believe that Edmontonians once 
crawled through the windows of 
the Legislature to make them- 
selves heard on the subject of 
health care. Interest in the election 
has been muted; officials are con- 
cerned that some voters don’t 
know that they’Il be asked to 
select health authority representa- 
tives. 

To provide a resource for voters 
concerned about the preservation 
of the public health-care system, 
The Friends of Medicare have 
undertaken a province-wide sur- 
vey of health authority candidates 
at www.keepmedicarepublic.ca. 
The nine questions include “Does 
contracting out services to the pri- 
vate sector save money?” and “If 
government funding for your 
regional health authority is inade- 
quate and lobbying has failed, 
what would YOU do next?” 

But as of early Wednesday, the 
group had posted survey respons- 
es from only five of Edmonton's 
27 Capital Health Authority can- 
didates. Moreover, no fewer than 
nine of the remaining candidates 
say that they either weren’t aware 
of the survey or hadn’t been con- 
tacted. 

FOM’s Christine Burdett admits 
that the group has had trouble 
reaching all of the candidates, but 
says that the provincial body 

overseeing the elections hasn't 
been able to provide candidate 
contact information. “It hasn’t 
been at all as easy as we thought it 
was going to be,” she says. She 
adds that FOM hope to invited all 
of the candidates to participate 
within the week. 

A handful of candidates say 
they won't answer the survey, 
insisting the FOM is a “special 
interest group” or citing the 
group’s ties to the New 
Democrats and labour organiza- 
tions. Although the group will 
identify those candidates “who 
feel about health care as we do,” 
Burdett says that FOM has made 
an effort to be fair. “It doesn’t 
matter what we do, people are 
going to label us a special inter-

No Logo author Naomi Klein joins SEE ranks, 
offers biweekly critique of the new marketing

Noon Klein is painfully aware 
of the irony. Since her book, No 

Taking Aim at the Brand 
a, climbed the New York 
Times bestseller list, she has 
become something of an icon her- 
self. 

At 31, she is to many a stan- 
dard-bearer of the anti-globaliza- 
tion movement. Her very name 
invokes a sense of re-energizing of 
the political left, a new focus. 
Naomi Klein has, in fact, been 
branded. 

No Logo has become required 
reading for campus social activists 
across the continent. Klein 
painstakingly examines the late- 
20th-century marketing phenome- 
non known as “branding,” where 
corporate marketers no longer 
promote the company’s products, 
choosing instead to promote the 
virtues of the company itself. 


Consumers then equate status 
with the brand, and in order to 
achieve that status, they must pur- 
chase that particular brand. Thus, 
companies such as Nike rarely 
extol the benefits of their products 
anymore (in fact Nike's advertis- 
ing barely even alludes to shoes ). 
Nike has become so successful at 
it that some ads are simply the 
company’s trademark “swoosh.” 
No other text, no pictures. Just the 
logo. But the public accepts the 
importance of wearing the Nike 
brand. 

Klein also examines the effects 
this suffocating corporate culture 
has on the global economy. Since 
corporations’ chief commodity is 
now image, it doesn’t matter 
where the products come from, or 
even how good they are. 

Relaxed trade restrictions have 
allowed companies such as Nike 
to farm out production to the 
Third World, where they’re much 
freer to pollute and exploit labour.

who want Nikes — even counter- 
feit Nikes — must want to be 
American, must love America, 
must in some way be voting for 
everything America stands for. 
This has been the fairy tale since 
1989, when the same media com- 
panies that are bringing us 
America’s War on Terrorism pro- 
claimed that their television satel- 
lites would topple dictatorships 
the world over. Consumers would 
lead, inevitably, to freedom. But 


all these easy narratives are break- _ 


ing down: authoritarianism co- 
exists with consumerism, desire 
for American products is mixed 
with rage at inequality.

Straight to the ran 


Sax player knows what he wants 


W..: one asks Don Berner a 
question, the saxophonist’s 
response can be similar to the way 
in which he attacks his music. 
There is very little which can be 
termed extraneous; he cuts to the 
chase, is firm and conveys a great 
deal of emotion without ever going 
over the top. 

Berner has just released his 
debut album, simply titled Sextet, 
and it’s a winner on a number of 
levels. 

As he quickly goes over his back- 
ground, the alto player reveals that 
by the time he was in high school 
he knew his path was going to be 
music and that’s all there was to it 

“I was in the Little Birds Big 
Band when I was in high school 
and by then was immersed in the 
music of Cannonball Adderley. I 
was checkin’ out P. J. Perry and 
eventually enrolled in the music 
program at Grant MacEwan 
College,” begins the horn player 
who will be leading a sextet, of 
course, into the Yardbird Suite on

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Friday evening. “One of the things 
I liked about Cannonball was that 
he was contemporary sounding. 
He was also a very melodic player 
and he didn’t repeat stuff,” contin- 
ues the 27 year-old musician who, 
when asked which Adderley 
albums he would put at the top of 
the list; simply replies “Somethin’ 
Else is great but I like ‘em all.” 

That particular Adderley album 
was cut in 1958 for the Blue Note 
label. 

A line can certainly be drawn 
between that signature sound and 
the one Berner and company creat- 
ed over the course of the seven 
compositions that make up Sextet. 

“That was exactly the sound I 
was going for,” Berner confirms 
with a liberal dose of enthusiasm.

“I was told about Convocation 
Hall at the University by Pat Strain 
who engineered the session. 

They’ ve got great gear and I want- 
ed a live sounding session. I didn’t 
want one of those sessions where 
the solos were cut and pasted into 
the pieces. We had the main cur- 
tain drawn on the stage and the 
guys just went to town,” says 
Berner, who hit the record button 
right after the band hit its collective 
stride playing a string of dates at 
western Canadian jazz festivals. 

There’s one more alto horn rip- 
ping through a number titled 
Something Read, Something Blew. 
That would be P.J. Perry who takes 
the second smokin’ solo in the 
piece, before teaming with Berner 
to wind it all up with an effectively 
jarring outburst that screams above 
the cool foundation laid down by 
the rhythm section. 

“P J.’s my hero and it’s so great 
that there’s somebody like him 
right here in town. It means the 
world to me that he’d play on the 
album,” says a most sincere 
Berner, who can be found gigging 
steadily around Edmonton in jazz 
joints like Four Rooms and 
Zenari’s On First. He’s also one of 
the ringers in the Big Breakfast 
Boogie Band. 

With the exception of Charlie 
Austin, everyone who participated 
on the recording will be on hand 
for the release party show at the 
Suite. Rob Thompson will be at the 
piano for all three sets, the first of 
which begins at 9 p.m. 

Tickets are a bargain at $5 for 
members and $9 for guests. As for 
the disc, Berner has made sure it’s 
racked in both Blackbyrd and The 
Gramophone.

For a heavy band, System of a 
Down is one of a kind. The keen- 
ing minor melodies, the thought- 
ful, spiritually inflected lyrics and 
the social conscience contained 
therein aren’t just anomalous to the 
genre of heavy metal, they’re a rar- 
ity right across the board. But as 
many interesting things as vocalist 
Serj Tankian has to say about our 
punishment-driven society (Prison 
Song), the toxicity of our cultural 
diet (Needles), the dangers of rely- 
ing on technology to understand 
the world (Science) and the way we 
extend our self-destructive ways to 
include every other living thing on 
the planet (Aerials), it’s the imagi- 
native music and tight playing that 
drive the songs right through your 
solar plexus. It’s loud, fast, aggres- 
sive and strangely catchy, with 
surprises to burn. Best of all, the 
band is concise, hammering out an 
idea and its intriguing variations in

Bugliosi’s 166-pager doesn’t even 
deal with these issues. He instead

“harmed” by having the election 
results published. So the Supreme 
Court, five Republicans and four 
Democrats, voted just like that, 
5-4, killing the count and giving 
Bush the election in a way 
unprecedented in history. 

This is only one of a dozen 
points Bugliosi makes against 
their actions. The author of Helter 
Skelter and the prosecutor who 
put Charles Manson behind bars 
really gets into it. While pointing 
out the justices’ inarguable right- 
wing affiliation and thus motive, 
Bugliosi stays away from the tar- 
ring and feathering of the five 
judges when standing on his rea- 
soned platform. 

See, Vince is above all a very 
convincing lawyer, dwelling on 
the actual immoral, then illegal, 
deeds done, pointing out that in a 
case of such importance, democra- 
cy should have beat legal dead- 
lines on the count, which in fact, 
in the lawbooks, allow for exten- 
sions in “special cases.” 

The presidency of the most 
powerful nation on the planet 
would seem to be above their fake 
caveat. Compared to Molly Ivins’s 
informative but name-calling 
Shrub, this book is mercilessly pul- 
verizing. 

When OJ. Simpson was found 
not guilty, a lot of folks learned a 
powerful, cynical lesson. Given 
the lack of outcry at the behaviour 
of these five tenured judges, for 
there is no such crime as “stealing 
the presidency,” perhaps we've 
learned our lesson too well. 
Anyone who still brings it up is 
often called a whiner. CNN and 
the White House both stress now 
is not the time to be critical of the 
U.S. government. 

As Bugliosi himself pointed out 
in an interview, this is the first of 
his books that left his phone 
unringing for book tours across 
America. After all, now that we 
have the minority-vote child of 
the vicious old Burning Bush him- 
self in power, his armies no doubt 
massing to perpetuate the 
Revenge Machine by slitting 
Afghani throats as you read this, 
who has time to think about 
whether or not George W. Bush 
actually deserves to be there?

When he started research for 
River Thieves, Crummey discov- 
ered the Peytons, an influential 
fishing-trapping family who lived 
on the Bay of Exploits, near Red 
Indian Lake. The elder Peyton was 
known as a “great Indian killer,” 
whereas his son reportedly tried a 
more conciliatory approach with 
the Beothuk. For someone like 
Crummey, whose fiction has 
always focused on family interac- 
tion and the twists in relationships 
between parents and children, this 
dichotomy was irresistible. 

Crummey has no problem with 
distorting historical fact to meet 
the needs of his fiction. “History is 
the memories of the dominant 
people. There isn’t a ‘truth’ in his- 
tory, there are only perspectives,” 
he says. “I didn’t want a book that 
pointed fingers. There was plenty 
of blame to be laid around but I 
wanted-a book that the reader 
could travel through to find their 
own way to think about the 
events. I want the readers to have 
to.make up their,own minds.”

production of the ready-to-wear 
industry, and so the evil master- 
mind designer Mugatu (Will 
Ferrell), an obvious J-P Gauthier 
clone, kidnaps and brainwashes 
the docile and malleable male 
model Zoolander to do the dirty 
deed. With the help of journalist 
Matilda (Christine Taylor, Stiller’s 
real-life wife) and arch-rival 
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Hansel (Owen Wilson), he sets ou; 
to right wrongs and find out if 
there is, in fact, more to life than 
being really, really, really good- 
looking. 

This is probably the funniest 
send-up of the fashion/ modelling 
business since the 1995 Isaac 
Mizrahi documentary, 

Unzipped. The problem with most 
other fashion-related films (Pret ¢ 
Porter, Stardom) is that they take 
the “tragedies” of the modelling 
lifestyle way too seriously. It’s to: 
easy a target, and it just ends up 
sounding like sour grapes. 
Zoolander, on the other hand, rev- 
els in its proximity to the real 
celebrity starslutdom of VH-1’s 
fashion awards. With well-placed 
cameos (David Duchovny as the 
conspiracy theorist, Fabio, the 
aforementioned Ford, Billy Zane

C.., taxi, hack, coach, rickshaw, 
tuk tuk, “back of some guy’s pig 
truck”. Call them what you will.

As for our meals, we decide to 
nosh broadly, sampling the chick- 
en ribs (the Tuesday night spe- 
cial), the AAA New York Steak, 
their feature hamburger dish and 
a vegetarian offering (the Garden 
Sandwich). 

If nothing else, the service at 
Joe’s is smooth, cheery and fast. 
Questions were answered in great 
depth, the coffee flowed like the 
mighty North Saskatchewan in 
the spring and food sprang ever 
so quickly from the kitchen. It’s 
just a shame about what the 
kitchen did with some of the food.

MIKE NICKEL 


Love him or hate him, you've got to 
give Mike Nickel credit for pluck. Even 
if you despise his politics, you must 
admit, the 36-year-old self-described 
“slab jockey” has brought a refreshing 
frankness to an otherwise colourless 
campaign. 

Nickel, who claims some of the credit 
for voters jettisoning lefty Jan Reimer 
from office in 1995 and replacing her 
with Smith, wants desperately to shake 
city hall out of what he considers its 
malaise. The most unlikely policy 
wonk you're ever going to come 
across, Nickel wants the city to start 
planning generations in advance; one 
of his pet projects would be a 40-year 
transportation plan, which would map 
out the city’s road and transit network 
right to the middle of this century. He 
wants city hall to start thinking outside 
the box when it comes to finances, 
offering options other than the usual 
raise-taxes-or-cut-spending seesaw. 
One example: why not have police 
recruits pay for part of their own train- 
ing, just like other trades and profes- 
sions are responsible for their own 
education? 

This is not to suggest that we sup- 
port everything he stands for. Nickel’s 
penchant for beating the law-and- 
order drum with a promise to put 300 
more police officers on the streets is 
nothing short of chilling. 


the incumbent city councillors 
retiring, the entire political 
direction of the city could 
change. Charting that course will 
be the mayor. Bill Smith wants 
another three years at the helm, 
but there are eight other people 


Nickel’s 
Achilles heel, 
however, is 
his lack of 
experience. 
The only time 
he has ever 
held elected 
office was 
when he 
headed the 
Students’ 
Union at the U 
of A. 

His only foray into public life was 
back in the Reimer days, when he led 
the Stickmen on a vicious billboard 
campaign attacking her for her “anti- 
business” policies. That has come back 
to haunt Nickel on this campaign. 
While he talks a good game, he hasn't 
proven himself to be a team builder. 
Can he forge coalitions, or will that old 
volatility rear its head the first time he 
doesn’t get his way? Nobody knows 
for sure. 

His ideas are refreshing, but alas, 
Nickel has done nothing to demon- 
strate that he could enact them once 
he’s in office. As a politician, he’s an 
untested commodity. In 2004, he 
should lower his sights and run for city 
council, then spend the next three 
years demonstrating why he deserves 

to be mayor. 








BOB LIGERTWOOD 


He owns a coffee shop on Whyte Avenue, but Bob Ligertwood 
isn’t running on a typical small-business platform. He's not 
demanding less regulation and lower taxes; rather his agenda is 
on the lefty, social-policy side. And he’s no friend of the police, 
that’s for sure. At one forum, he cast aside his prepared speech to 
accuse an EPS member in the audience of beating a teenager one 
night outside his coffee shop. Ligertwood was so rattled by the 
officer’s presence (and the less-than sympathetic heckling from 
the audience) that he walked out. Ligertwood seems to fashion 
himself more a voice of conscience than a candidate. He likesto ‘— 


remind people that the issues being debated in the campaign — crime, traffic, down- 
town revitalization — are the same ones debated the last time he ran for mayor in 1995.

He might not be the sharpest knife in 
the drawer, but Smith certainly must 
be given credit for surrounding him- 
self with Edmonton’s cagiest political 
strategists. Their plan for getting Smith 
a third term as mayor is cunningly 
simple: lay low. The less he talks, the 
less the likelihood of Smith saying 
something stupid like comparing the 
head of the IAAF to Il Duce or the 
mafia. 

It’s a smart strategy. The economy is 
going well and most middle-class vot- 
ers are reasonably happy with how the 
city is being run and general voter 
complacency always works in favour 
of the incumbent. Smith’s team has 
been working hard to create the sense 
that there are indeed no issues; there’s 
precious little behind Smith’s promise 
to “Keep Building Edmonton.” When 
one rival candidate warned voters that 
nothing will change as long as Smith’s 
in office, he took it as a compliment. 

But the strategy is beginning to back- 
fire; it’s drawing attention to Smith’s 
monumental arrogance. Case in point: 
his refusal to take part in a televised 
debate on CFRN. The rationale for not 
taking part in a forum which would 
help tens of thousands of voters decide 
what to do: he’s too busy. His people 
claim it’s very difficult to run the city 
and run for mayor at the same time, 
and his schedule is booked weeks in 
advance, 

The group of people Smith has 
shown the most contempt for are SEE

Anticipating that its research, 
teaching and residence facility 
needs will grow by 40 per cent over 
the next 10 years, the university is 
floating a trio of options for campus 
expansion. 

Details vary, but each calls for 
some additional acquisition of prop- 
erty and development in North 
Garneau. In this area, the most 
ambitious plan calls for the campus 
to be extended to 109 Street, involv- 
ing the acquisition of all property 
from Saskatchewan Drive to 87 
Avenue. That plan calls for both the 
Garneau Theatre and Garneau 
school to be absorbed by the cam- 
pus. All of the plans also involve 
using the “West 240,” the field that 
lies between the Landsdowne and 
Grandview Heights neighbour- 
hoods, for developments with what 
are being called “university part- 
ners.” The University’s associate

All he had to do was 
stand up there and cheer for drugs, 
cigarettes and pornography, rail 
against religious fundamentalism, 
politics and everyday idiocy, and 
the offended parties would stack 
up like so much firewood.

Like any Smithsonian re- 
release, the tome-like liner notes 
that accompany the album can 
keep you busy for evenings on 
end. This particular version 
weighs in at 32 pages, which 
means just three additional 
Smithsonian releases are 
required for your mail-away 
advanced degree in the history of 
bluegrass.

War in perspective 


Cabaret puts horror of Nazi era on a human scale

5 a built-in problem with 
scale when it comes to thinking 
and writing about wars or other 
gigantic tragedies. 

These events are so vast they 
almost defy human conte 
— seeming only to exist i 
cal or social perspective. 
events are also deeply personal 
and live painfully in the hearts of 
individual people touched directly 
or indirectly by the events as they 
unfold. The horror, Adam Gopnik 
writes in The New Yorker, becomes 
“both greater than you can imag- 
ine, and smaller than you can 
believe.” 

This poses a delicate artistic chal- 
lenge: how do you come to grips 
metaphorically with these 
poignant events? The trick is trying 
to find a narrative vehicle that 
allows you that razor-fine balanc- 
ing act between the incomprehen- 

y epic and the infinitesimally 
intimate. 

One artistic work that stupen- 
dously manages this neat feat of 
perspective is the musical Cabaret, 
currently on the boards of the 
Citadel Theatre's Shoctor Stage. 

Directed by the ever-brilliant Bob 
Baker, this supremely adept 
Broadway staple (a wildly multi- 
layered work by Joe Masteroff, 
John Kander and Fred Ebb, based 
on John van Druten’s play, which 
is based, in turn, on Christopher 
Isherwood’s stories) deftly encom-

Grey as a decidedly Chaplin-esqu 
Master of Ceremonies), Baker's 
Cabaret is also sharper in its drama 
and politics — a task it accomplish 
es with flawless stage production 
and without stinting on the music 
and dancing. 

Take John Ulyatt’s interpretation 
of the semi-omniscient MC. This 
gifted actor/ singer brings hilarious 
lightness to the role, but gives the 
archetypical trickster / clown char- 
acter a delicious dark underside.

“So our fun,” says Haslam, “has 
always been backstage.” 

“Tt’s tremendous,” Jenkins says of 
the actors’ rapport. “They're both 
great actors on their own, but ... the 
loooove is in the room. They listen 
to each other and they take each 
other to different place.”

rs hippest joint in town? If you 
were around in the ‘30s, ‘40s or 
‘50s, you’d recommend, hands 
down, the Freemasons’ Hall. Built 
in 1932, it was once the hub of 
social activity in our fine northern 
city. 

Once the place to be for drama, 
big bands and public events, the 
hall re-opens its Temple Theatre 
after an almost 50 year hiatus with 
a production of The Charles 
Dickens Roadshow — an evening of 
“Victorian mirth and music” from 
Rare Vintage Theatre.

Nils Ling’s ruminations on parenting

Nils Ling is unassuming and 
straightforward about what he'll 
deliver at St. Albert's Arden 
Theatre October 12. The CBC 
radio personality is bringing his 
homespun storytelling charm to 
the Province of Alberta for the 
first time. 

When pressed about his role as 
an antidote to the troubling times 
we live in, Ling shrugs the ques- 
tion off, simply saying, “It'll be a 
pleasant evening out.” 

His new show, The Truth About 
Daughters, is about what he calls 
the “shared experiences” of par- 
enting and growing up. In partic- 
ular, it’s about his experiences 
raising two daughters, now aged 
17 and 20. While he says pretty 
much anyone can have a laugh at 
the anecdotes he weaves, he does 
admit the show will probably be 
best appreciated by parents who 
can relate to experiences like the 
one he had when he built his 
daughter a room in the basement. 
Everyone was happy, until they 
realized it was directly undeneath 
the room he shares with his wife. 
Eeyuw. I chose to pry no further. 

Despite the inclusion of a few 
such grown-up images, Ling does 
recommend this show as a great 
“Dad Date.” If you are a'\daughter 
and your dad has never séena” ~ 
piece of theatre, Ling advises that 
this is the perfect opportunity to 
bond over a night out. He fondly 
recalls doing a show “when a 
group of women, all obviously 
from the same end of the gene 
pool, drug up this old guy who

was obviously their dad. He sai(\ 
‘That was so good, I forgot I w.

The son of a military man and 
mom who was Chatelaine’s 
“Mother of the Year,” Ling wit 
nessed the sexual revolution fro 
the trenches. His mother, after a 
battle with tuberculosis, 
renounced the role of housewif 
and struck out as a real estate 
agent, transforming herself into a 
model of women’s liberation. 

Ling, nevertheless, clings to th: 
odd conservative notion about th 
relationship between men and 
women. “It is impossible to 
understand women,” he says. 
“Any man that thinks he can 
understand women is a fool. | 
don’t understand them, but I do 
know when to get the hell out o! 
the way.” 

Ling also maintains that parent 
ing has not really changed and 
that kids still need the same thing: 
they needed 40 years ago. He hiin- 
self has changed, however, from a 
kid in a Winnipeg classroom, 
berated by teachers who told him 
that he could never make a living 
being a smartass, to a guy who 
unashamedly makes a living by 
being a smartass and embarrass 
ing his family — affectionately — 
over the airwaves and on stage

would be part-story / part estate 
planning.” 

Which is where the food came 
in: what better place than the

A relatively new term, 
polyamory describes several types 
of unconventional relationship 
arrangements. 

For example, some people have 
a primary relationship to which 
they are emotionally monoga- 
mous, but physically non-monog- 
amous — they can have sex with 
others, but can’t fall in love. 
Cusitar knows one couple that has 
been polyamorous for 28 years, 
married for 25 and have two 
teenage children. When their kids 
were young they kept the bed 
hopping to a minimum, but once 
the kids were in their teens, they 
explained their lifestyle and intro- 
duced them to various lovers. The 
kids were cool with it. 

Cusitar doesn’t do “hierarchy.” 
Each relationship is equal. 

One of her last major set-ups 
was a “Vee Triad,” which meant 
she had a relationship with two 
other women but those women 
were not involved with each

Two lovers that you don’t even 
have to share? Sounds ideal. No 
wonder the most common criti- 
cism is that polyamory’s all about 
having your cake and eating it 
too. 

“That phrase comes up so much 
with non-monogamy,” says 
Cusitar, “but as far as I’m con- 
cerned, anybody can have their 
cake and eat it too if everyone 
likes it — that is, if it’s working, 
why not?” 

Which doesn’t mean it’s all sex 
and cake all the time. Christ, hav- 
ing one relationship is hard work. 
Imagine trying to juggle a few? 
Especially when there’s no model 
to work from. But that was part of 
the attraction for Cusitar. 

“What I liked about polyamory 
was that, because you have to 
make your own rules, you have to 
be clear, and overtly negotiate 
everything. You have to be on top

Nestled near Edmonton's geographic cen- 
tre, the University of Alberta finds itself 
hemmed in by the city that has grown up 
around it. 

Over the next 10 years, the university's 
administration expects its stadent population 
to grow by two percent annually —a total 
increase of 6,700 students by 2010. Those stu- 
dents will need classrooms and accommoda- 
tions and parking. More research space will 
be needed, too. Overall, the institution reck- 
ons that it will need 200,000 more square 
metres of floor space before 2005, with an 
additional 200,000 square metres required 
before 2010. 

The university's response to this looming 
space crisis has been to table a trio of potential 
schemes as possible Long Range 
Development Plans. All emphasize develop- 
ment on lands already owned by the U of A, 
but one, according to a city councillor, would 
mean “essentially wiping out North 
Garneau.”

But what if there were an alternative — one 
that had the potential to save the city and the 
university money — one that could simulta- 
neously revitalize the heart of the city and 
protect one of its oldest neighborhoods? 


THE PLANS 

Regardless of which plan is adopted, the 
university intends to create a “south campus,” 
which would be built on existing U of A hold- 
ings. The northern portions of the university 
Farm would be used for some combination 
The “West 240,” currently an open field locat- 
ed between the Grandview Heights and the 
Landsdowne neighbourhoods, would be used 
for joint ventures with “university partners.”

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Gay publication 
pillories Phair 


When Michael Phair was re-elect- 
ed to his fourth term on Edmonton 
City Council, he did it without the 
help of the city’s gay publication. In 
fact, in the October edition of Times 
10, managing editor Dennis Cambly 
pointedly urged his readers to vote 
Phair out of office and replace him 
with pro-business city councillors. 

Phair is an icon in Edmonton’s 
tightly knit gay and lesbian com- 
munity, a respected community 
leader, but his popularity extends 
well beyond: he’s immensely pop- 
ular in nearly all segments of the 
wildly disparate Ward 4. Phair 
was returned to office on Monday 
by more than 16,000 voters, nearly 
double that of second-place finish- 
er Jane Batty. Even with 18 candi- 
dates running for the two ward 
seats, Phair was able to corner 29.3 
per cent of the total votes cast. 

That he was able to do that with 
another prominent member of a 
vital constituency working against 
him makes Phair’s victory even 
more profound. In a column 
which appears on Times .10's Web 
site, Cambly accused Phair sup- 
porters of threatening his business 
if the magazine didn’t support 
their candidate. 

“1 was told that if Times .10 did 
not support Michael Phair, there 
would be ‘ramifications’ and that 
advertisers and supporters would 
be encouraged to pull out. At the 
same time | was also told that my

Uppity Blues Woman takes centre stage 


A... Rabson is one blues woman 
who lives the best of both worlds 
when it comes to performing and 
creating. 

On one hand, the singer-song- 
writer, pianist and guitarist has 
enjoyed a great deal of success as 
one of the driving forces in Saffire 
—The Uppity Blues Women. On 
the flip side, Rabson loves to slide 
into her solo persona which has led 
to numerous tours and the release 
of two albums. Edmonton area 
audiences have had the chance to 
catch Rabson working as a mem- 
ber of Saffire, but this weekend 
brings our first opportunity to hear 
the Virginia-based performer call 
all the shots for an entire night's 
worth of tunes. These are tunes 
that run the gamut from hardcore 
traditional to more contemporary 
pieces that have been molded into 
the blues form. 

Not only will it be our first 
glimpse of her doing her own 
thing, we'll be able to hear her sing 
and play in a couple of settings. A 
portion of each evening will be set 
aside for a solo segment, while the 
rest of the program will find her 
backed by the Yardbird Suite’s 
sympathetic and always enthusias- 
tic supporting cast, led by pianist 
Graham Guest. 

Tunes from her latest album 
Struttin’ My Stuff, which was 
released a year ago, will play a 
prominent role in the shows as the 
arrangements conveniently play 
both sides of the fence. 
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No doubt we'll see her fingers 
cruise across the ivories on num- 
bers like Love Song, which she 
wrote for her longtime hubby, and 
the Memphis Slim chestnut Pigalle. 
At other times she'll be pulling off 
some fluid finger-picking on some- 
thing like What's Good For The 
Gander, another original modeled 
after the style Clarence Williams 
favoured while accompanying the 
legendary Bessie Smith. 

“What I like about working as a 
solo artist is that I get to make all 
the decisions, and that makes it 
more of a pure concept. Plus musi- 
cally | don’t have to come up with 
arrangements with anyone else in 
mind,” says Rabson from her home 
base. 

This appearance is in fact a bit of 
a rarity as her solo shows are usu- 
ally just that — solo. 

“But it was in New York City 
where a band was put together for 
me for a show that I met Richard 
Crooks. He ended up drumming 

on Struttin’ My Stuff, while I knew 
bassist Marty Ballou from his days 
of playing with Duke Robillard,” 
continues the blues woman who 
made an appearance on the recent- 
ly released and impressive double- 
disc Alligator 30th Anniversary set. 
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Ann Rabson 
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The diversity of material on 
Struttin’ My Stuff is another reason 
to recommend this show, as names 
like Brownie McGhee, Amos 
Milburn, Sarah Brown, Chuck 
Berry and David Olney fill out the 
slate. 

Olney may be best known for 
getting his material into the hands 
of more country-oriented artists 
like Emmylou Harris, but Rabson 
was astute enough to introduce the 
music of the brilliant lyricist to a 
blues audience. Olney’s name 
appears twice on the album, once 
ona tune called The Blues Don’t 
Care and another called Late 
November Afternoon, which is a col- 
laborative effort with the featured 
artist. 

One song we're sure to hear at 
the Yardbird is the title track of the 
latest disc. Bruce Stovel, who puts 
together the blues menu at the 
club, sent a copy of the original by 
Lucille Bogan to Rabson with a 
suggestion she cut it. She did, and 
gave him the proper plug for his 
contribution in the album liner 
notes. - 
Thoughts of a new solo disc are 
rolling around, and Rabson sug- 
gests she may do an all Bessie 
Smith album. 

For now she'll keep busy doing 
up to eight solo shows a month 
and another eight as a member of 
Saffire. 

Tickets for Ann Rabson with 
Graham Guest and company are 
available at TicketMaster outlets 
and the club. Showtime both 
nights is 9 p.m. 











Three times the blue; 


Come on in my kitchen — yet again 


Yiu better come on in my 
kitchen, it’s going to be raining 
outdoors. We can hope it won't 
rain (or snow) on this year’s third 
installment of the annual classic 
acoustic blues show. When you are 
invited to Come On In My Kitchen, 
it’s actually to Festival Place, that 
lovely little theatre in Sherwood 
Park that for the past two years has 
hosted this night of Delta and 
country blues with Mark Sterling. 
This guitar slinger and singer 
whiled away his childhood in this 
very neighbourhood; and the 
prodigal son returns from some 
busy road trips with Adam 
Gregory to perform this night. 

Sterling nailed it when he 
described the atmosphere of these 
shows as “...like a folk festival 
workshop where they just let you 
keep on playing.” That was the 
intention of these shows when they 
began in 1999: take three very 
good, experienced feel players who 
have never played together before. 
Give them a genre such as acoustic 
Delta and country blues. Put them 
in a great venue and let all hell 
break loose. 

That's just what happened at the 
first show three years ago when 
Mark Sterling, Big Dave McLean 
and Seattle stringflasher David Rea 
come together in what was a mem- 
orable evening of some fine magic 
in music. 

Last year’s show had Sterling 
and Rea team up with cool cat 
Harry Manx, a blues player who 
slides on an Indian instrument 
(Mohan veena) that left us feeling 
like we'd heard Jimmy Reed ona 
sitar. 

Blues fans will rejoice upon hear- 
ing Big Dave McLean is coming in 
from Canada’s Windy City (think 
Portage and Main) to join us again 
for this year’s show. Lest we for- 
get, the blues scene there is rich 
and vibrant, from the early days 
with Hound Dog, to now when 
you can still hear the vets such as 
Big Dave, Brent Parkin and Gord

So long, smalls 


Edmonton’s favourite hard rock band 
hangs it up after one final show

The prairies of Canada aren't 
what they used to be. Sure, the 
simple and comforting wheat 
fields still stretch expansively 
before the eye and oil derricks 
keep churning out King Ralph’s 
black gold, but slowly, inexorably, 
things are changing here. Prairie 
purists shake their heads sadly as 
each grain elevator topples, and 
Staples-style megastores multiply 
like rabbits to obscure the horizon. 
Perhaps most telling is the official 
retirement of the smalls. 

With a career spanning 11 years 
and four full-length albums, the 
Smalls have become as much of a 
staple of Alberta life as Taber corn 
and long, harsh winters. The inde- 
pendent music mainstays are 
finally hanging up their spurs, 
however, to both the sadness and 
relief of guitarist Dug Bevans.

Comparisons may be odious, 
but they’re also inevitable, and 
drummer Anthony Aguiar of 
Loco accepts his band’s linking to 
Coal Chamber with good grace. 

“When we first started out, I 
think it got under our skin a little 
bit, but now we're at the point 
where when people see us play, if 
they had thought we sounded like 
Coal Chamber, then they’re not as 
convinced,” says Aguiar.

Wiser is the second album from 
Ryan and Rebecca Coseboom. The 
first, We Only Love You, was 
released in 1999 on a now-defunct 
label, and is apparently impossi- 
ble to find.

Tolkien classic will thrill kids, challenge adults

goes all the way around the stage. 
It looks like the whole thing encir- 


cles the stage. It’s really grand and 


well-manipulated.” 

_ Inthis production, twinkly eye 
is catching among the cast.

“I'm really liking the spider late- 


ly,” says Graham. “We have these 
great costumes.

The performers have some 
amazing work of their own to do. 
Not only are all those costumes 
physically demanding — “We're 
going to have to have thighs of 
steel,” says Graham — but the 
actors also play as many as six 
roles. It can be tricky to keep them 
straight, Graham says. “Oh! I’m 
still speaking like a dwarf, even 
though I’m a spider.” 

Kim Selody’s adapted for the 
stage J.R.R. Tolkein’s 1937 story of 
Bilbo Baggins’ quest. The result 
has been something of a Canadian 
success story. But timing, in this 
case, was everything. You don’t 
have to be the Gandalf the Wizard

lengthy sequel Lord of the Rings is 
soon to arrive, fully equipped with 
digital wizardry and product tie- 
ins. The rights to a stage adaptation 
of The Hobbit would be very difficult 
to arrange now, says director and 
Fringe Theatre Adventures artistic 
producer Darryl Lindenbach. 

Even without competitive pres- 
sure from the world of film, it took 
Leslee Silverman of Manitoba 
Theatre for Young People five years 
to acquire the rights for the produc- 
tion of a stage adaptation. 

Now, Edmonton audiences are in 
for a treat. Although FTA had 
planned to mount the play after ren- 
ovations to its space were complet- 
ed, Lindenbach says the company 
decided, “Why not give people an 
opportunity to know what happens 
before The Lord of the Rings? There is 
a substantial amount of information 
in The Hobbit that’s pretty nice to 


have going into the Rings trilogy.” 

And while the cast is glad to be 
out of the chute before the film, they 
aren't at all worried about having to 
compete with an arsenal of special 
effects for the affection of their audi- 
ence. 

“T think some of the reason that all 
of this computer animation stuff 
falls flat,” says Craddock, “is that 
people can tell when something’s 
there and when it’s not. In live the- 
atre all the stuff we got, you can’t 
deny — it’s right there in front of 
you. The scale of this thing is going 
to take kids heads off and put them 
on the other way around.” 

Beside, says Lindenbach, “In 
Middle Earth, it’s more about an 
internal than an external power. 
Even Gandalf’s power isn’t about 
Hollywood pyrotechnics. It is not 
sci-fi. It’s much more real.” 

Indeed, says Sean Hoy, who plays 


the titular Hobbit, “Bilbo is just this 
little everyman and doesn’t have 
any special powers or any extraordi- 
nary need to save the worid or 
change it, but just finds himself 
forced by circumstance to find a 
way to stay alive and help his 
friends.” 

He says that his job, as an actor, is 
just to be the vessel for the children 
and adults to experience the jour- 
ney. 

“It’s not like being Bruce Wiliis — 
it's more about being scared and 
facing it and going on.” 

Lindenbach adds that audiences 
shouldn’t make the mistake of 
assuming that theatre for kids and 
parents has a marshmallow centre. 
“It’s not a kids’ story. It's life. And i 
think that’s what kids should be see- 
ing. We shouldn't be pandering. 
Family theatre doesn’t mean you 
can’t challenge people.”

Following his early hit Nabucco 
(1842), Rigoletto is seen as Verdi's 
first true masterpiece and the tem- 
plate for other hits such as 
Trovatore (1853), La Traviata (1853), 
Macbeth (1865), Aida (1871) and 
Otello (1887). 

Based on Victor Hugo's play Le 
Roi s‘amuse, Rigoletto is a roman a 


clef about the court of the French 
king Francois I, which Verdi trans 
osed to the more politically neu- 

tral court of the Duke of Mantua 
“rather grim tale”, Rigoletto is the 
self-titled tragedy about a wid- 
owed and hunchbacked court 
jester, trying to protect the chastity 
of his only daughter from his 
patron and mentor, the debauched 
and womanizing Duke. Sadly, th« 
cursed Rigoletto fails to protect his 
daughter and in the end succumbs 
to a doomed vendetta attempt. 

Boasting a stellar cast lead by 
Carlo Scibelli, Jason Howard and 
Lyne Fortin, Rigoletto also marks 
the Edmonton Opera performance

| Se embarking on a five-day 
road trip with someone you have 
almost nothing in common with, 
and without even the radio to con- 
sole you. Would you drive each 
other crazy? Or would you man- 
age to find some common 
ground? Buckie up and hold on 
tight, ‘cause we're going to Mesa! 

Jeff Haslam plays Paul, a 35- 
year-old writer who agrees to 
escort his girlfriend’s 93-year-old 
grandfather, Bud (Ashley Wright), 
on his annual trek to the retire- 
ment village of “Citrus Gardens.” 
And so, with a notebook in one 
suitcase and prunes in the other, 
our mismatched duo hits the 
interstate. 

Mesa had me in stitches. Paul’s 
exasperation with Bud’s refusal to 
diverge even slightly from the 
itinerary is as palpable as Bud’s 
vexation when Paul forces him to 
do so, and their struggles to com- 
municate across the cavernous 
generation gap are tremendously 
funny. Among other things, these 
two men have completely differ- 
ent ideas of what a road trip is all 
about, and the result is wonder- 
fully comical. I mean, really, what 
can a malcontent slacker, unwill- 
ing to sacrifice his artistic dreams 
for something as mundane as 


‘earning a living’, possibly have in 
common with a man who’s done 
everything by the book his entire 
life (even going so far as asking 
his employer's permission to 
wed)? 

A poignant subtext underscores 
Mesa’s humour, reminding us that 
while old age can bring one wis- 
dom, emotional strength and psy 
chological vigour, the downside i: 
a physical frailty that sometimes 
makes life a struggle. 

Mesa is exceptionally well cast: 
as Paul, Jeff Haslam says as much 
with a raised eyebrow and incred 
ulous squint as he does with Doug 
Curtis’s whip-smart dialogue. 
And Ashley Wright, as Bud, con- 
veys the vicissitudes of old age 
fabulously: crotchety and 
demanding, he embodies the 
pragmatic. (He is also particularly 
enjoyable as a faux cowboy in 
Tombstone. You won't think of 
Wyatt Earp the same way again!) 
Together, their timing is impecca- 
ble, and their chemistry superb. 
Kudos also to Narda McCarroll 
whose luminous pink, orange and 
purple set brings the desert to us 
(or is that us to the desert?), and to 
Dave Clarke and Peter Moller, 
whose soundscapes are oh-so- 
smooth. From Martin Denny- 
esque exotica to the cheese of 
Lawrence Welk, they effortlessly 
evoke everything from the road, 
to the desert, to the casino, to the 
Wild West and to, last but not 
least, the old-timers’ Saturday 
night parties. 

Mesa unleashed a couple of the 
best jokes I’ve heard in ages — 
and it made me wish I'd known 
my grandparents better.

iF there’s one hard-and-fast rule 
in life, it’s this: never, ever agree 
to do construction work in an 
abandoned lunatic asylum. Before 
you know it, someone's going to 
go whacko and start chopping 
people up. You don’t want to go 
getting yourself into that kind of 
trouble. 

Too bad the chumps in Session 9 
weren't aware of this obvious 
principle. At the beginning of the 
film, the five construction workers 
are hired to extract all of the 
asbestos from a long-disused nut- 
house in preparation for its 
restoration and transformation 
into the town archive. In order to 
secure the contract, the head of 
the company, Gordon Fleming 
(Peter Mullan), promises they'll 
finish the job at a near-impossible 
speed. The characters’ personal 
problems, however, impede their 
ability to get down to business 
Gord is all stressed out due to the 
pressures of having a new baby. 
Tension between two of the other 
characters, Hank (Joshua Lucas) 
and Phil (David Caruso), stems 
from the fact that Hank has stolen 
Phil’s girlfriend. Gord’s nephew 
Jeff is a mutton-head with a mul- 
let who is afraid of the dark. And 
Mike, a law school drop-out, 
becomes obsessed with a series of 
tapes he finds in the basement 
which contain interviews with a 
mysterious multiple-personality 
patient. As the boys start pulling 
down ceiling tiles and ripping 
apart walls, they start acting a lit 
tle strangely, affected by the 
building’s demented vibe. After 
one of the characters disappears, 
things build steadily towards a 
skin-crawling climax of the 
screaming heebie jeebies. 

Session 9 contains plenty of 
scenes of the usual horror film 
“don’t go down there!” variety 
especially when the four remain- 
ing characters split up and end up 
wandering all over the asylum 
alone. Highly effective horror flick 
techniques include spooky-ass 
music and shaky digital cine- 
matography that'll get you peek- 
ing over the back of your theatre 
seat to make sure there isn’t a 
knife-wielding psycho lurking 
back there chowing down on 
some popcorn before he slices 
your face off. The wet-your-pants 
tension is particularly interesting 
because much of the film takes 
place in broad daylight.

Lotusland film fest weird and wonderful

Yiu might think that the political 
uncertainties of the world right 
now would make movie-watching 
a low priority for most people, but 
such was not the case in 
Vancouver. Whereas the Sept. 11 
attacks temporarily halted the 
Toronto film festival and caused 
visiting stars to hightail it out of 
town, the counterattacks on 
Afghanistan barely troubled the 
schedule at the Vancouver 
International Film Festival. The 
fest, celebrating its 20th year, even 
broke attendance records during 
its run from Sept. 27 to Oct. 12. 
This wasn’t a matter of audi- 
ences escaping into Hollywood 
fluff. Even something as frothy as 


the opening gala Amelie — a rav- 
ishing and quintessentially 
Parisian romantic fantasy by 
Delicatessen co-director Jean-Pierre 
Jeunet — or as deranged as the 
anniversary gala Mulholland Drive 
— David Lynch's most potent and 
most radical movie since Blue 
Velvet — provoked feelings of 
fear, loneliness and despair. 
Among the films that attracted 
the most attention in light of 
recent events was Kandahar (The 
Sun Behind the Moon), a typically 
ambiguous new film by Iranian 
director Mohsen Mokhmalbaf. 
Ordinarily, it’s the sort of work 
destined to be seen by a small art- 
house audience, but now its sub- 
ject has become extremely topical. 
Blurring the line between fiction 
and documentary, Kandahar traces

the journey of Nafas (played by 
Niloufar Pazira, an Afghani- 
Canadian writer and filmmaker) 
who enters Afghanistan clandes- 
tinely to try to reach her despon- 
dent sister in the titular city.

ave you ever needed to leave a 
movie theatre at a full sprint, so 
desperate to escape that you 
knocked down several pre-teens 
in crop tops before you reached 
the door?

Glitter is about the glamorous 
world of the record industry, but 
it unfortunately leaves out all the 
interesting stuff about sordid sex, 
mental breakdowns and cocaine 
What's left, you ask? Not a whole 
hell of a lot, that’s for 
sure. Apparently, Mariah Carey's 
eight octave voice and peachy 
smile charmed some hapless stu- 
dio exec so thoroughly that he for- 
got to make sure there was actual- 
ly a plot in her feature film 
debut. It's a terrible shame, of 
course, but it can’t be helped: 
someone has to make films that 
appeal to vapid 12-year-olds and 
lonely middle aged men. She’s got 
a great pair of lungs on her, that 
Mariah does. 

Set quite pointlessly in 1983, 
Glitter explores the rich and excit- 
ing history of New York dance 
clubs and the freaky scenesters 
therein. We first encounter Billie 
Frank as a little girl with an unsta- 
ble home life. Shot in tres artistique 
black and white, Billie is dragged 
to seedy nightclubs by her moth- 
er, a jazz singer who has an unfor- 
tunate tendency to smoke in bed. 
After their house burns down, 
Billie is taken to an orphanage. 

Things start looking up, howev- 
er, when, as a young woman, 
Billie (Carey) is discovered in a 
club by a well-known DJ by the 
name of Dice (Max Beesly sport- 
ing a distinctly non-’80s hair- 
cut). After a few demonstrations 
of her dog-whistle vocal range,

Billie gets a record deal, re-records 
some vintage 1980s crap and finds 
herself on the effortless waterslide 
to stardom. Trouble lies ahead, 
however, as pushy record compa- 
ny jerks try to bully Billie into 
showing more booty and force her 
to ditch her boyfriend and pro- 
ducer Dice in order to team up 
with more talented material. Oh 
the humanity!

“Doc” Sebastian and “Nurse” Laurel 
launched MedicalToys.com four years 
ago. “We have been an actively 
involved in the fetish community for 
over 20 years,” says Doc Sebastian, 
“and wanted to make this wonderful 
fantasy playland, its products and 
knowledge more available and afford- 
able.” While medical fetishism has 
long and proud history in Europe and 
Asia, according to the Doc, there's 
very little awareness of the fetish in 
North America. So Sebastian and 
Laurel started MedicalToys.com to let 
others into domination and submis- 
sion know they had alternatives to run- 
of-the-mill bondage/SM play. And to 
make money, of course. 

“Catheter play and fantasies are 
quite common and popular in the 
medical fetish world,” says the Doc. 
What makes catheterization sexy? 
“Most people who are attracted to the 
idea of catheter play get off on the 
control aspect of it. Once a person is 
catheterized they have no control of 
their urinary function. If the catheter 
tube is left open, one’s bladder will 
completely drain until it is empty, and

Iron Monkey is a mature genre 
effort, but MVP 2 can make few 
claims to adult competency. You 
could argue that its creators 
“break the fourth wall,” but only 
by accident, like they drunkenly 
walked into it at a party. 

Take the performance of 
Richard Karn, former sidekick on 
Home Improvement. His perfor- 
mance as a skate shop owner — 
apparently given under court 
order — seems to distance itself 
from the material, telling the 
viewer, “I know that this is just a 
movie,” or “This sure is a terrible 
movie,” or “Has anyone seen my 
career? I had it just a minute ago.” 

Also, MVP 2 is set in Seattle, but 
the filmmakers let viewers know 





it was shot in Vancouver, through 
clues including the hockey games 
at GM Place, the garbage truck 
from BFI Coquitlam, and the 
chimp’s addiction to black-tar 
heroin.

Jaffer held high-profile critics roles 
which got him in front of the cam- 
eras, but his caucus colleagues were 
growing frustrated because he 
wasn’t doing the legwork needed to 
fully understand his portfolios. 

In 1999, The Hill Times published 
its highly anticipated ec of parlia- 
mentary staffers and their picks of 
the best and worst MPs. Jaffer got a 
lot of press back home in Edmonton 
when he was named one of the 
hippest and most up-and-coming 
politicians in Ottawa. What seemed 
to get scarcely a mention was that 
the same staffers who so admired 
his style also labeled him one of the 
laziest MPs on the Hill. 

The boom was lowered in 
January, 2001, two months after he 
was elected to his second term. 
Jaffer was dropped from the shad- 
ow cabinet and relegated to deputy 
critic for small business. At the time 
the media speculated that it was 
because Jaffer had backed Tom 
Long in the race to lead the fledgling 
Alliance, but party insiders claim 


more fair than the locals,” he says, 
anger uncharacteristically harden- 
ing his voice. “The young punks in 
the local media were doing every- 
thing they could to keep the story 
alive.” 

After a pause, he adds, “Peter 
Warren (the host of the Vancouver 
radio show on which Johnston was 
caught) should be grateful. His 
career was almost finished, and we 
saved him.” 

Jaffer feels he can speak this way 
now. The party has faced far more 
significant troubles since the radio 
scandal, and in September leader 
Stockwell Day offered him an olive 
branch, appointing him to the minor 
role of customs critic. 

Little did anyone know at the 
time that fear of terrorism would 
grip the western world and that so 
much attention would be focused 
on Canada’s allegedly porous bor- 
ders. Almost by accident, Jaffer has 
become one of the key players in the 
Alliance's efforts to hold the 
Liberals’ feet to the fire over terror-

In fact, 
Broeker seems to revel in atten- 
tion, which is probably why he’s 
doing the tour instead of Paul 
William Roberts and Norman 
Snider, who actually wrote the 
tome. 

“Everything in this book is pub- 
lic information,” Broeker 
explained. “It’s all in court docu- 
ments somewhere, if you can 
piece them together.” 

In fact, two of Canada’s most 
famous investigative journalists, 
Stevie Cameron and Victor 
Malarek, working independently 
of each other, were in the process 
of sniffing him out when he decid- 
ed to write his own memoirs. “My 
identity number kept showing up 
in these big criminal trials. They 
were looking at the transcripts 
and wondering, who is this 
Crown agent 048676 and why is 
he involved in so many cases?” 

For eight years, the RCMP used 
Broecker to infiltrate several crimi- 
hal organizations, including 
Mohawk cigarette smugglers,

Russian mafia and the Columbian 
drug trade, among others. The 
secret to his phenomenal success, 
Broeker said, is that he’s not an 
undercover cop. 

“I didn’t have to lead a double 
life. Nobody had to set up a fake 
apartment for me and I didn’t 
have to disappear on weekends so 
I could spend time with my fami- 
ly. What the gangsters saw was 
what they got.” 

Broeker’s audacity was his 
biggest asset. Unlike so many 
undercover cops, who move very 
cautiously, slowly earning crimi- 
nals’ trust and inching up the 
organizations’ ladders, Broeker

would just burst onto the scene, 
talking pie and demanding to 
aeek with whoever was in 
charge. 

“Td just tell them, ‘I’ve got the 
connections you need to move 
your product.

He explained: “These guys real- 
ly aren’t very bright. What they 
are is vicious and greedy. If I 
seemed a halfway credible way 
for them to make a lot of money 
really fast, they'd buy my story 
and I was in.’”

While the Alberta government 
is slashing budgets to keep its 
books balanced, it’s also spending 
a small fortune on advertising to 
tell the public. 

That has sent opposition gov- 
ernment services critic Hugh 
MacDonald on a tear.

Twisted road 


Another long, strange trip from Lynch

Viewers of David Lynch’s new 
film Mullholland Drive are likely to 
find they’re experiencing two con- 
tradictory feelings as they watch. 
On the one hand is the feeling that 
none of it makes much sense. On 
the other is the feeling that you 
want to keep watching anyway. 

Let's face it: Mullholland Drive is 
not a crowd-pleasing movie. It 
doesn’t have a strong, clear story- 
line, nor does it have lots of enter- 
taining little bits that you can 
point to and go, “Yeah, that part 
was wicked.” Going by the movie- 
reviewer playbook, that should 
mean that it sucks — except that 
this is a David Lynch film. Since 
he starts by tossing out the movie- 
director playbook, you can’t really 
run the typical movie-review 
plays on his films. 

Take Lost Highway, his second- 
to-last film, which Mullholland 
Drive strongly resembles. It has its 
fans, but is it good? Like 
Mullholland Drive, it has an eerie, 
off-kilter pacing, and a strange, 
undefinable sense of menace, and 
a crazy parta little past the mid- 
dle where one character just kind 
of turns into somebody else. It 
screws with your expectations 
and doesn’t give you what you 
want. And yet, you remember it. 

In rough terms, Mullholland 
Drive has two parallel storylines. 
In one, a fresh-faced ingenue 
named Betty ( Naomi Watts) 
shows up in L.A. and goes to stay 
at her aunt's recently-vacated

It’s not obvious, at first, how 
these two stories go together, if 
you're waiting for it to get more 
obvious, prepare to be disappoint- 
ed.

H.,,, is Asoka ever three hours 
long. It is soooooo three hours.

Left to mourn: his beautiful, young 
and tipsy wife; her 60-ish family doctor, a 
health advocate with unwholesome inclina- 
tions; and the housekeeper, possessed of an 
exotic history and a severe demeanour. That's 
just to touch the surface, mind; things get 
murkier underneath. 

“There were four pictures in [the book] — 
that’s all — of the four main people involved,” 
say Schmidt, but the characters and an outline 
of their circumstances piqued his interest. “I 
went, ‘Wow’; there’s something so 
inherently dramatic there. Plus 
everyone had so many secrets that 
are —- nowadays, even — interest- 
ing, but in that Victorian time they 
were so, so shocking. So I tried to do 
more research. It’s very difficult 
with a crime that’s that old and that 
Obscure.” 

A chapter in a book about female 
Killers eventually yielded another account, 
and it was at this point that the plot began to 

icken with satisfyingly gooey lumps. “It was 

interesting because in the [first] book they 
point the finger at one suspect and in this 
3 book they point the finger at someone

ritual with them — they actually have a script 
that they work from and they each get to pick 
different scenes that are included in the script 
that of course make them look good and make 
other people look bad.” 

But the tired routines get shaken up when a 
fourth player arrives on the scene, one who's 
working from a different script, one that 
reveals information that the three suspects 
have previously kept secret. “They don’t 
know what to do with him,” says Schmidt, 
“because he throws off their practised thing 
and throws them into even more turmoil 
about what to do 

Schultze thinks the playwright has certainly 
managed to generate the interesting stuff. 

“He left us a marvelous matrix to work 
with.” 

Cast member April Banigan agrees. 
“Trevor's written a play with so many layers. 
We'd start working ona scene and 
realize that there were six or seven 
motives working at any given 
moment.” Deciding how to keep 
those possibilities alive simultane- 
ously has been exhausting, she says, 
“but ultimately fun because nothing 
fin this play] is what it seems to be.” 
She credits Schultze with mining the 
many possibilities that Schmidt's 

script offered. 

The script’s intricacies have left even the 
cast wondering who's who, but that ability to 
confound expectations epitomizes one of the 
playwright’s key strengths, Schultze says. 
Schmidt has created “a weird kind of world. 
There’s a huge amount of humour, but it’s a 
humour that has an edge. His humour turns 
so easily into something dark. That's his quali- 
ty. He has the ability to make you swallow 
your laughter.”

Sound and Fury revives literary icon 


tly remind your fellow human 
being that you’re there. 

But inside, says director Scott 
Sharplin, you'd just as soon adjust 
his bodywork — and decisively. 
Moreover, he says, “I think the 
reason that we don’t do that isn’t 
necessarily out of the kindness of 
our hearts.” 

Sharplin is keen to explore that 
place where the kindness of our 
hearts is mostly a pain in the ass. 
Hence the adaptation of Robert 
Louis Stevenson's Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr. Hyde that leads off the new 
season for Sound and Fury 
Theatre. 

For Sharplin, Mr. Hyde is a pre- 
scient representation of the 
unconscious. “Stevenson wrote 
this story right at the dawn of the 
age of psychoanalysis, right 
when Freud was emerging on the 
scene. So in a way I think it was 
prophetic that he used those 
images and those ideas.” And the 
times were ripe for the expression 
of what was going on inside, 
because so much was forbidden 
on the outside. “I think it was 
probably something that was on 
everyone’s mind in the Victorian 
era because there was so much 
repression and so much secretive 
behaviour. Everything was taboo, 
and yet everyone went ahead and 
did it anyway. 

“I think that’s still true today — 
that everyone acknowledges that 
they have a dark side, and litera- 
ture and popular culture continue 
to show us the different sides of 
ourselves — whether it’s the light 
and dark side of The Force or 
what we see in contemporary hor- 
ror films where everyday people 
snap and become psychopaths.” 

_ The Sharplin-led Sound and 
Fury company first trod the 
boards in a production of 
Merchant of Venice at the 1995 
Fringe. “We never had a mandate 
for it or an organized core group 
of artists until now,” says 
Sharplin, “but it sort of became a 
way of exploring connections 
between classic and contempo-

Jelleestone won't forget where he’s from

Fame has changed Jelleestone: he 
no longer takes the bus. 
After his debut album made it 
into the Top 40, and MuchMusic 
ut his video into high rotation, 
he started acting like a-celebrity. 
“IT even got a mini-scooter so I can 
cut through the city,” he says. But 
surprisingly, he doesn’t co 
himself above everybody else. 
The southside Sugar Bowl, 
which he called “Pussy Galore 
Café,” was one of the stops ina 
cross-Canada publicity tour, part 
of his mission to establish his 
claim to the throne of big-deal 
urban music in Canada. 
Jelleestone’s new album is a 
crown jewel, already turning 
heads on both sides of the border. 
The high production quality sets it 
above other Canadian recordings. 
As well as using some smart soul- 
ful beats, the album has only two 
samples. The songs are about real- 
life issues, and on How U Do It, he 
takes a rare role for a rapper, as a 
boyfriend who hurt his girlfriend 
and wants to apologize. He gets 
his hands dirty with people’s 
lives, while most urban musicians 
are content to glamourize abuse, 
getting to the point where, Jellee 
says, you can’t touch and feel the 
rnusic anymore.

Jelleestone considers this touch- 
and-feel attitude an important 
part of his music. “It’s important 
to stay in touch with people. They 
can always touch and feel me, 
especially the women.” 

Jellee may come off a bit crude; 
he’s a fish out of water, who got 
swept up into a treasure-filled 
goldfish bowl. The goldfish bowl 
is the Top 40 charts, and the water 
from which he’s been taken is 
Rexdale, a rough town near 
Toronto populated by Jamaican 
immigrants. “Rexdale’s real; it’s a 
lovin’ place,” says Jellee with rev- 
erence. “[But] it’s a tense neigh- 
bourhood when it gets ready — 
I’ve had to attend eight funerals in 
the past year, all close friends.” 

Born in Jamaica, Jellee lived in 
New York for a few years before 
his parents settled on Canada. 
Jellee grew up with a group of 
friends he called the Smooth 
Crew. “The police called us a 


gang, but we called ourselves a 
crew,” he says. “The police want- 
ed us to be a gang. They came 
down on us like we were more 
sophisticated than we were.” 

He hasn’t left Rexdale, maybe 
because he feels at home there, in 
the biggest urban music market in 
Canada, but also maybe because 
the fishbowl! water has the same 
odour of racist discrimination in 
it. “The music industry is the most 
segregated industry in the world,” 
he says. 

The music industry separates 
black musicians from white musi- 
cians, into urban and pop depart- 
ments. The pop department allo- 
cates a bigger budget to bands, 
and Jellee was adamant to sign an 
artist deal, rather than a rap artist 
deal. “Treat me like you treat Kiss, 
or Nirvana, or Madonna, or 
Michael Jackson,” he demands. 

Jellee says that segregation is 
taught to kids at a very young 
age, and that most people don’t 
know the traffic light was invent- 
ed by a black man. He offers 
Sesame Street as an example of 
racism. “They say Oscar [the 
Grouch] is just mean. The mother- 
fucker lives in a garbage can, you 
think he’ll wake up happy?” he 
says. “Why don’t they put him in 
an apartment?” 

Jellee doesn’t think segregation 
belongs in music, and he wants 
everybody to listen to urban 
music, whether they’ re black kids 
living in the inner city, or those 
rich white kids who drive in from 
St Albert in their parents’ SUVs. 
“Hip-hop is the common denomi- 
nator of music,” he says. “It’s the

The Edmonton punk scene gets 
darker when Death by Dawn is 
around. 

“One thing we can take credit 
for, we started getting people into 
darker music,” says Rahil Baksh, 
the lead singer of Death by Dawn. 

When Baksh says “dark music,” 
he’s making an unintentional pun:

Solar impasse 


In May, we told you the story of 
Helen Narayana and her 100-watt 
solar power system. EPCOR says 
that Canadian Electrical Code pre- 
vents Narayana from connecting 
the solar system up to her home’s 
wiring system. The fear, as 
explained in May by an EPCOR 
spokesperson, is that the panel 
would continue to send power 
into the utility’s power wires dur- 
ing a power failure, which could 
endanger personnel. 

In the meantime, 40 systems 
identical to Narayana’s have been 
approved for connection to homes 
in Toronto. 

Also in the meantime, the sun 
has been shining on Narayana’s 
panel — but all that free energy is 
going to waste.

Schools 
cook the books 


The auditor general suspects 
that some Alberta schools have 
been cooking their books in order 
to funnel cash for a specialized 
program into the regular system. 
But the problem i is, there’s no way 
of proving it because the provin- 
cial government hasn’t been hold- 
ing them accountable. 

Last year, Alberta Learning 
poured $80 million into the Career 
and Technology Studies program, 
which allows school districts to 
design their own programs to 
help students learn how technolo- 
gy is integrated into everyday life. 
CTS courses range from automo- 
tive to agriculture to communica-

tions studies. Theoretically, 
Alberta Learning's responsibility 
has been to provide funding and 
monitor the program. School dis- 
tricts are to provide instruction, 
assess students’ performance and 
report their marks to the govern- 
ment. However, in his 2001 report, 
auditor general Peter Valentine 
said some school jurisdictions are 
failing to hold up their end of the 
bargain, and as a result they’re 
getting hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in extra cash that isn’t 
properly being accounted for. 

In one case, a school offered 
three one-credit CTS courses to all 
1,250 students. Each student 
received exactly the same grade. 
“The uniformity of marks,” 
Valentine said in his report, 
“would suggest that students may 
not have been individually 
assessed for each of the courses as 
required by the program of stud- 
ies.” 

Valentine said government staff 
hadn’t even noticed the anomaly. 
The school, which he didn’t name 
in the report, had received 
$409,000 for the three CTS courses 
in question. 

Valentine also found evidence 
that some schools received cash 
for programs for which they 
didn’t provide any teachers. “We 
identified two schools that offered 
a one-credit course and received 
funding for more than 90 per cent 
of its student population in one 
semester. Neither school appeared 
to provide the required access to

But Liberal education critic Don 
Massey said the report points toa 
much deeper problem with t! 
system. Massey said chroni 
underfunding of schools has led 
to situations where administr: 
tions are forced to find ways of 
sneaking extra cash. “They r 
looking for every possible dolar 
they can get their hands on 
said. 

As for assurances that Alberta 
Learning is improving account: 
ability, Massey is skeptical. This 
isn’t the first time the auditor ger 
eral has questioned anomalies like 
this, Massey said. “It’s been a con 
tinuing concern.”

This statement was presented to the 
United Nations Security Council on 
Oct. 30 by the Women’s Human Rights 
Net, an international coalition of 
women's organizations. The statement 
has been edited for space reasons.

Twelve points to stop the war, 
rebuild a just society in 
Afghanistan and support women’s 
human rights 
1. The United States and its allies 
must immediately halt all military 
action in Afghanistan. The U.N. 
Security Council should explicitly 
reject any claim that the right of self- 
defense authorizes further military 
action . 

2. The United States and its allies 
should not carry out any military 
attacks in other states. 

3. The international community 
must take urgent steps to: a) ensure 
sufficient humanitarian assistance to 
civilians in Afghanistan and 
Afghani refugees in neighbouring 
countries; and b) protect Afghani 
civilians and refugees, especially 
women, from violations of their 
rights. 

4. Military, political and economic 
support for the Taliban or the 
Northern Alliance from any state or 
other external source must be halted 
immediately 

5. The U.N. must take the lead in 





peacemaking, peacekeeping and 
peace-building in Afghanistan. 
Among the key elements that 
should be considered in developing 
a U.N.-led response are: 

@ Brokering ceasefire and peace 
agreements. 

Promoting the broadest possible 
participation of civil society in peace 
negotiations, with specific measures 
for women’s equal access and par- 
ticipation.

Recentiy overheard in a Whyte 
Avenue record store: “Michelle 
Shocked? Really? That’s a name I 
haven't heard lately. Where's she 
been?” The short answer to the 
question is: all over the place, doing 
what she was called to do, which is 
singing and playing music for any- 
one who would come to see her, fol- 
lowing a disastrous falling-out with 
her record company which nearly 
ended her career. Satisfied yet? 

“Quite honestly,” Shocked begins, 
“what they did was they gave me 
an ultimatum. They said, 
‘Renegotiate, or we're going to 
destroy your career,’ and I can 
promise you that at no point were 
those actual words spoken, but in 
retrospect, I realize now that that’s 
what they were saying. The actual 
words that were spoken were, ‘This 
label is never going to promote your 
career because you cut too good a 
deal for yourself.” 

See, the problem was, having 
ensured that she owned all the mas- 
ter tapes and long-term rights to her 
work, Shocked found that as her 
company, Mercury, was being set 
up to be sold along with its owner, 
Polygram, and artists who weren't 
eternally indebted to their compa- 
nies, she was told, were not consid- 
ered assets, were worth nothing.

The bottom line is, as artists as big 
as Courtney Love and Prince are 
now pointing out, the major record 
labels have stacked the financial and 
business decks decidedly in their 
favour.

Jazz greats to share stage for a show 
that’s sure to become stuff of legend 


Wren it comes to the Yardbird 
Suite’s date featuring the pairing 
of saxophonist Gary Bartz and 
guitarist Peter Leitch, the words 
“One Night Only” should be put 
on the club’s marquee in big bold 
letters. 

Such a gesture would properly 
emphasize the fact this is the show 
of the first half of the 2001/02 sea- 
son that is not to be missed. 

Two exceptional instrumental 
talents touring together is a rare 
and welcome treat these days, at 
least in this part of the world. 

One Canadian, that being 
Leitch, and the Baltimore-born 
Bartz came into the world within 
four years of each other during the 
early ‘40s and by the time they 
were both in their early twenties it 
was apparent that both were 
going to be forces on the interna- 
tional jazz scene. 

Bartz was brought into the Max 
Roach/ Abbey Lincoln-led band 
that was creating a buzz with its 
fusion of avante-garde push and 
political backbone in 1964. At that 
time Bartz’s ferocious playing was 
being noted by the likes of McCoy 
Tyner and Pharoah Sanders. 

He played on Sanders’ sessions, 
Tyner’s Extensions album and Lee 
Konitz’s Altissimo album before 
being tapped by Miles Davis to 
play saxophones following the 
departure of Wayne Shorter for 





Weather Report in 1970. 

Bartz found himself in the large 
Davis-led ensembles that were 
documented on Live-Evil. 

By the time Bartz made his 
debut appearance in Edmonton he 
had formed his own outfit, NTU 
Troop, and was still roaring with 
his hand-picked bunch of young 
lions, which included bassist 
Stafford James and pianist Ronnie 
Matthews. The Troop played The 
Hovel, a show I believe was pre- 
sented by the Edmonton Jazz 
Society. The quintet blew away 
the room’s audience with its 
bright — at times melodic, at 
times incredibly frantic — out- 
pourings. There was even a narra- 
tive ingredient in which Bartz 
would insert verse by Langston 
Hughes, the great black American 
poet. 

The NTU Troop’s shining 
moment was a live double-disc 
live set for Fantasy / Prestige enti- 
tled I’ve Known Rivers and Other 
Bodies, after one of Hughes’ 
poems. 

Of all the Bartz material that 
particular label has chosen to re- 
issue over the last few years, it

No loss for words 


Removal does fine without singer or song titles

l.. easy to understand why the 
Vancouver rock trio Removal hasn’t 
troubled to find a singer in their 
four years and four albums togeth- 
er. Rock singers can be total dick- 
heads. Would you want to spend 
the bulk of your year in a tour bus 
with Fred Durst? Didn't think so. 

Actually, guitarist Bill Removal 
says the band’s vocal-free style was 
as accidental as the band’s genesis. 
It started with three friends dicking 
around with recording ideas, 
putting things to tape just to see 
how they would sound. 

“Since none of us are singers, we 
had no vocals, and pretty soon we 
had an album's worth of songs that 
were done and we thought, ‘Well 
shit, let’s be a band.’ We never were 
serious about our direction until 
about a year later when we said, 
‘Guess we're an instrumental band 
— whatever.” 

With loads of musical experience 
and a sound engineer in the drum- 
mer’s throne, Removal were good to 
go from day one, fully equipped 
with chops, merch and the inven- 
tiveness to avoid the need for a 
singer. 

The fact that none of the songs on 
Removal’s albums have titles, 
including the most recent There Can 
Only Be None, is a more deliberate 
move, according to the guitarist. 

“T really like instrumental music 
— all these jazz guys and Ottmar 
Leibert and Jeff Beck — and they'll 
have some huge, pretentious title 
like Moonrise Over the Mediterranean 
and all this kind of shit and it’s like, 
ah fuck man, just call it Song 4, who 
cares? I have probably 10 Jeff Beck 
albums and I know maybe six song 
titles.” 

The lack of a singer or song titles 
hasn’t been an impediment to the 
band, which spends six months of 
the year on the road cultivating fans 
in Europe, the US. and Canada. A 
close association with Nomeansno, 
whose Wrong Records label puts 
out Removal’s product, has not hurt 
either. 
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If you missed Removal’s sample- 
riddled opening set for Nomeansno 
at the Rev on their last visit, you 
have a chance to mend your ways 
this Friday, Nov. 2 when Removal 
opens for local punk heroes Choke 
at the New City Likwid Lounge. 

So aside from saving the band the 
trouble of coming up with potential- 
ly pretentious titles for their songs, 
does having an unnamed corpus of 
music confer any other advantages? 

“Tt makes it funny when people 
try to request songs.”

Pat Todd of the Lazy Cowgirls 
knows what it’s like to fall between 
the musical pigeonholes that make 
bands easy to market. 

“We're too rock and roll for the 
alternative country people and too 
rootsy for the rock and roll crowd, 
so we're sort of preaching to no one, 
if you know what I mean,” he 
laughs. Luckily for Todd, it appears 
he doesn’t care. Singer, guitarist and 
sole original member of the band he 
started in 1983, Todd has corraled 
the Lazy Cowgirls through count- 
less personnel changes, tours, 
albums and labels. The Cowgirls’ 
combination of good ol’ country 
and hard-driving rock, which 
invites comparisons to the Rolling 
Stones circa Exile on Main Street 
and the Ramones, has withstood 18 
years of changing trends and has 
become so second nature to Todd 
and his cohorts, he doesn’t even 
have an explanation ready for 
what's kept them going for two 
decades. 

“Who knows?” he says ina 
Midwestern twang that betrays his 
Indiana origins. “I guess you have 
to be determined and like what you 
do, and that’s probably as close to 
an answer as you're going to get. 
People who aren't motivated or 
don’t know what they’re doing, 
they don’t last.”

0... so you're Ozzy and you've 
just bailed on Sabbath, a big band 
who everybody knows already, in 
favour of a solo career. Scary? Yeah, 
sure, but how scary? Isn’t the name 
recognition alone going to move a

Nope, if you want scary, try going 
it alone after serving your time with 
a band hardly anybody’s heard of in 
the first place. Let’s talk Michael J. 
Sheehy. Who? You know, Michael 
J. Sheehy from Dream City Film 
Club? Who? Exactly. 
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You might not know the man or 
his band, but you Elvis fans will rec- 
ognize Mystery Train and the rest of 
you should be familiar with the cast 
of liars, losers, cheaters and chumps 
that Sheehy sings about on III 
Gotten Gains (Beggars Banquet). A 
boxer who throws his big fight here, 





@ MERLE HAGGARD 
 RooTs VOLUME 1 
 AnTi/EPITAPH 

Straightforward as it seems, 
there might just be a double mean- 
ing to Merle Haggard’s new album 
of country classics. Obviously, his 
covers of Hanks Williams and 
Thompson, Lefty Frizell and a few 
of his own compositions reach 
back to Hag’s formative days 
which give the title a literal ring. 
But the country music industry, 
operating under a collective amne- 
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a sardonic ode to fizzled love there; 
it’s a bleak world full of dark souls 
that’s found in Sheehy’s words. 
What comfort the music offers is 
akin to a threadbare gray blanket 
found in a dumpster. 

Every note is sad but true, but 
geez Michael, thanks, we already 
knew the world was a cold, lonely 
place. Try some therapy, or associat- 
ing with a better element than the 
scumbags you hang around with. 
Or should I just go fuck myself? 

In writing his own biography, for- 
mer Shudder to Think guitarist 
Nathan Larson makes things clear 
from the outset — don’t expect a 
complicated post post-punk tangle 
from his solo album. This guy heard 
Alex Chilton sing The Letter way 
back when, and ever since then, he’s 
been waiting for just the right 
opportunity. 

Like the man says, Jealous God 
(Artemis) is, at its heart, a soul 
record. Love songs galore, I’m 
telling ya. Larson's guitar gets 
turned down so you can hear the 
horn section, and while he's no Al 


sia that traces the origins of coun- 
try to 70s soft-rock radio, has con- 
signed Haggard and other living 
legends to the trash bin of history. 
So, as country becomes increasing- 
ly devoid of soul, it’s downright 
generous of a legend to step for- 
ward with a slate of perfectly 
turned tunes to remind the world 
of where the music came from. 

In some ways, however, Roots 
shares the qualities of a jazz 
recording. Jazz artists regularly 
take old standards and breathe 
new life into them with their dis- 
tinctive voices. Haggard’s voice is 
no less his instrument than his old 
guitar, and, even after decades of 
notoriously hard living, he wields 
it with power and grace. Jazz 
snobs refer to this as “magisterial 
delivery.” From crooning like a 
heartsore angel on Always Late with 
Your Kisses to braying like a horny 
mule on Honky Tonkin’, Haggard 
never sounds less than earnest, 
emotional and captivating. When 
he sings, “I love my old guitar like 
God loves the poor, but [love you 
even more,” it’s like butter drip- 
ping off a hot biscuit — you can 
practically hear the panties of a 
thousand honky tonk angels hit- 





Green (or even Elvis Costello in one 
of those moods) at the mic, it’s a 
good, honest effort he puts in; his 
vocals are more tolerable than that 





singer from Shudder to Think’s ever 
were. Most importantly, this is a 
solid batch of songs, a number of 
which one could imagine the good 
Reverend Green really going to 
town on, and there could be some 
serious making out done to this. 
Thank God for Sam Jayne. If not 
for him, this whole thing would be 
about unknown white guys with 


ting the floor. 

Roots also parallels a jazz record 
in that it was recorded live, accord- 
ing to the liner notes, in “Merle 
Haggard’s living room.” No studio 
tricks, overdubs or session hot 
shots here, but guys like guitarist 
Norm Stephens — a Lefty Frizell 
sideman and country music lifer — 
who add the most apposite shad- 
ings around Haggard’s voice. 

I could go on and on, and for a 
second there I thought I would. 
Let's just say I would trade every 
act on CMT for one song by Merle 
Haggard. Bring on Roots Volume 2.

If your vagina got dressed, what would it wear?

he’s a kook,” says Jann 
Arden of Eve Ensler. “She's nutty. 
I mean that in a really nice way.” 

Arden is approaching the end of 
her tour in The Vagina Monologues, 
based on Enlser’s interviews with 
women about the most intimate 
part of their anatomy. 

“I was worried about vaginas,” 
Ensler writes. “I decided to talk to 
women about their vaginas, to do 
vagina interviews. I talked with 
hundreds of women. At first, 
women were reluctant to talk. 
They were a little shy. But once 
they got going, you couldn't stop 
them.” 

The Vagina Monologues isn’t a 
play. Three women sit on stools 
telling stories, stories with titles 
like, “If your vagina got dressed, 
what would it wear?,” “Because 
He liked to Look at It” and “My 
Vagina Was My Village.” The 
Obie award-winning show has 
had enormous success since it 
opened in 1996 with dozens of 
actors — including Cate Blanchett, 
Susan Sarandon, and Calista 
Flockhart — performing mono- 
logues at various times. Arden is 
glad to have been a part of it. 

“It’s an interesting show and 
you want to do something with it 
before it comes crashing down as 
all art things do.” 

Arden initially turned down the 
offer, several times. “I’m not an 
actor. I really haven't done that

much acting stuff,” says Arden, 
who has had guest appearances 
on This Hour Has 22 Minutes and 
What's For Dinner? “The things I 
have done have been really mini- 
mal. I don’t think it’s a stretch to 
play yourself in a 22-minute sit- 
com! It’s not Sophie’s Choice.” 
What finally swayed the deci- 
sion for Arden is Ensler’s insis- 
tence that the actors hold cue 
cards throughout the perfor- 
mance. “When they told me I 
wouldn’t have to memorize the 
pieces that turned the direction,” 
says Arden. “I have two actors 
[Tracey A. Leigh and Amy Love] 
on either side of me that are really 
wonderful and gifted. I can’t even 
remember some of my own songs. 
You can really fuck a show like 
that up with errors; you don’t 
want to take a chance. Can you 
imagine the horror for the regular 
actor trying to deal with the 
inconsistencies of a guest actor?” 
Arden says the audience 
response has been positive. People 
have found it interesting to see 
her in a quieter role. That's not to 
say Arden is subdued — she can’t 








resist adding her own cheeky 
humour to The Monologues.” They 
let me ad lib a little bit. I like to 
shock the girls flanking me — to 
keep them honest!” 

She spent a month with the 
New York touring company and 
has performed The Monologues in 
Vancouver, Toronto, Winnipeg, 
and Calgary. Edmonton is her last 
stop. “I won’t be doing any more 
Vagina Monologues,” she says. “It 
takes up a week of your life which 
means my band doesn’t work. It’s 
kind of a selfish thing for me to do 
actually.” With a new compilation 
CD, Greatest Hurts, just released, 
Arden is looking forward to turn- 
ing her focus back to her music.

Unusual venue adds to production’s tone 


| ae the Bugs Bunny car- 
toon in which Tweety drinks a 
potion and is transformed into a 
giant, menacing, evil version of him- 
self? I confess, prior to seeing Scott 
Sharplin’s adaptation of Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde, Evil Tweety was my 
sole conscious reference point for 
Robert Louis Stevenson’s famous 
tale. Like most of us, I’ve tossed 
around the expression “Jekyll & 
Hyde”; however, I was largely 
unaware of the philosophical under- 
pinnings of the tale until I wandered 
into the Jekyll & Hyde Pub. 

Disappointingly, some clatter and 
radio noise emanated from the 
kitchen during the second half of 
the performance, but otherwise the 
venue worked really well. The Olde 
English stylings and intimate setting 
of the Jekyll and Hyde pub are a 
fine complement to the size and 
tone of this production. Edvard 
Grieg’s music, performed by Olivia 
Street (who, impressively,does dou- 
ble duty as Jekyll’s maid Meg!), 
adds to the contemplative 
ambiance. 

Though Sharplin contends that 
his adaptation is a “light-hearted

Balkan bliss 


Ziveli has ‘a kitchen that cares’

R., and I almost missed the 
low-key Ziveli Balkan Taverna as 
we tooled down Jasper Avenue 
heading towards 124 Street. 

It would have been a shame to 
miss an opportunity to nosh at 
this delightful Mediterranean 
eatery (offering a hybrid take on 
Greek / Yugoslavian cooking, aim- 
ing to recreate the feel of those 
nations’ small, local tavernas). 

Impressed by the broad menu 
(more than familiar to those who 
know Greek cuisine), the pared- 
down Scooby Review Gang 
decides to go with some more- 
standard-than-not fare 
(Mediterranean dip assortment 
alongside a combination platter) 
with a few concessions to the 
Balkan side of the offerings (ask- 
ing for Serbian Meat Balls on the 
combo and a Karadjordjeva entree 
— “the Balkan Specialty”). 

All three dips were total 
delights and perhaps only sur- 
passed by the bread, which was 
served piping hot and lightly 
glazed in olive oil (what a fluffy, 
cloud-like pita it was). The kitchen 
dared to go pretty spicy w ith the 
Feta dip and was generous with 
the garlic in the Homous, both of 
which suited us fine, given how 
sophisticated, smooth and rich 
(layered i in flavour) all three dips 
were.

In most women the uterus is 
tilted upward and forward. A 
tipped uterus — also called a 
retroverted or tilted uterus — 
describes a uterus that is tilted 
backwards and downward away 
from the belly. We are born with 
a tipped uterus, but as we 
mature, it moves up and for- 
ward into its ideal position. In 
about 20 per cent of women, this 
doesn’t happen. 

This condition can also occur 
as a result of childbirth, fibroid 
tumours and endometriosis — 
factors that can affect a woman’s 
ability to conceive. A tipped 
uterus itself does not increase 
infertility. 

It can, however, make sex a 
big pain. Owing to the angle of 
your uterus, an incoming penis 
can slam into your cervix and 
bump your ovaries. This hurts. 
Many women say it hurts more 
when they’re on top — in some 
cases, women in this position 


tear the tissue that supports the 
“a uterus. 

If pain from intercourse is 
severe and doesn’t get better ina 
few days, check with a doctor to 
make sure there are no ligament

The one position that I’m told 
can be less painful is doggy 
style, that is, you on your hands 
and knees and him entering 
from behind.

Eve, so often, Dr. Peter Huang 
receives a letter from Dr. Peter 
Huang.

DOUBLING UP TO 
SAVE HEALTH CARE 
Albertans are used to being on the 
cutting edge of experiments with 
the Canadian health-care system, 
experiments ostensibly organized to 
prevent the collapse of that system 
under its own financial weight. 
Their provincial government has 
gone further than any other to pro- 
mote the idea that financial savings 
can be realized through judicious 
use of private service-providers. So 
Albertans aren’t surprised when 
their premier announces, as he did 
earlier this month, that he plans to 
further challenge the interpretation 
of the Canada Health Act, based on 
the recommendations of the as-yet- 
unreleased Mazankowski report. 
Citizens of the province are also 
growing used to their health-care 
system being a work in progress, 
one that reflects enthusiasm for 
immediate change more often than 
it does caution. In the new world of 
medical services, for example, doc- 
tors who run their own 
medical businesses are 
being asked to lend 
their expertise to the 
running of Alberta’s 
regional health 
boards, despite the 
potential for private 
interest to come 
into conflict with 
the public good. 
The result, says 
Liberal health crit- 
ic Kevin Taft, is 
that, particularly in 
Calgary, “There's cer- 
tainly all the appear- 
ances and — I will 
say bluntly — 
the reality of 
conflict of 
interest.”

@ Edmonton radiologist Bill 
Anderson is both part-owner of 
Medical Imaging Consultants, 
which is contracted to do MRI work 
for CHA, and is CHA’s director of 
diagnostic imaging. He came under 
scrutiny earlier this year because he 
appointed the officials who deter- 
mined which patients would get 
refunds from the province for MRIs 
done at private facilities. 

In the latter case, CHA 
spokesman Steve Buick was 
emphatic. Not only was there no 
conflict of interest, he told the 
Edmonton Journal, but the notion 
didn’t bear thinking about. “It’s an 
enormous stretch to even suggest 
there’s an appearance of conflict of 
interest here.” 


BREAKING RULES 
IS HARD TO DO 

The CRHA’s current conflict-of- 
interest guidelines, similar to those 
of the CHA, seem fairly unequivo- 
cal. “Conflict of interest,” it says, 
“occurs when there is a reasonable 
perception that the ability to exer- 
cise the official duty of a CRHA 
Officer has, is, or may be affected by 
the private interests of that Officer 
as well as family members or close 
associates of the CRHA Officer. 
Conflict of interest may be potential, 
perceived or actual.” 

The word “reasonable” is open to 
interpretation. When a conflict is 

received, however, the onus is on 
the affected official to report the 
conflict to supervisors for mitigation 
or resolution of the problem, 












although strict guidelines aren’t 
spelled out. Neither the CRHA or 
the CHA has, at this point, any inde 
pendent monitoring of conflict-of- 
interest situations. Dr. James Gaa of 
the University of Alberta’s School of 
Business specializes in business and 
professional ethics. Sometimes, he 
says, rules don’t get decisively bro- 
ken because the guidelines they 
impose are too flexible. He says that 
people tend to look simply at 
whether there’s been a breach of the 
law. “In other words, is there any- 
thing within the health ministry’s 
regulations to prevent people from 
doing this? If there aren’t any specif- 
ic rules, then they'll say there’s no 
problem. But of course that doesn’t 
mean there’s no problem, it just 
means that there’s no illegality.” 

Having administrators appoint 
managers to make decisions isn’t a 
satisfactory way to insulate oneself 
from the appearance of conflict, 
since the managers know who 
appointed them. Self-reporting can 
be a workable solution only if the 
guidelines are clear enough, Gaa 
says. Sometimes, he says, “A mem- 
ber of the board’s welfare can be 
increased at the expense of other 
people and the chance of that hap- 
pening is sufficiently high that we 
just want to safeguard ourselves by 
not allowing this sort of situation to 
exist.” 


WHO NEEDS 
THEM ANYHOW? 

It’s often assumed that it’s neces- 
sary for medical businessmen to be 
involved at the highest levels of 
health authorities. In defending 
Anderson's role as CHA’s diagnos- 
tic imaging director, CHA 
spokesman Steve Buick said “We 
have to rely on the advice of a pro- 
fessional like Bill Anderson in terms 
of when MRI services are appropri- 
ate.” 

Journalist Gillian Steward says it 
isn’t so. “If you really have to con-

In addition to criticizing the 
Department of Health and Welfare’s 
business and reporting practices — 
for its continuing failure to file busi 
ness plans in timely fashion, for 
example — the auditor general

In June of 2001, the Law 

Enforcement Review Board stated it 
was unable to fulfill its present man- 
date. The board then recommended 
that an “independent civilian police 
monitor” be put in place. 

Continuing controversy in our 
police forces suggests accountability 
is lacking. A recent example would 
be the Edmonton Police Service 
investigating itself for corruption, 
then declaring itself free of the “cloud 
of suspicion.” 

These are the same police members 
who want a provincial force. One 
suspects if the RCMP were removed 
from Alberta, a large part of the 
accountability process for our munic- 
ipal forces would go with them. 
What other outside police force could 
investigate police wrong-doing as 
allowed in the Police Act? 

The RCMP are an integral part of 
the police accountability process in 
Alberta. In addition, we believe that 
due to increased police powers con- 
tained in Bill C-36 (the Antiterrorist 
Act), it is critical that all police ser- 
vices be made more accountable to 
civilian authority. 

The need for an independent civil- 
ian police monitor for municipal 
police in Alberta has never been 
more urgent! Any senior police offi- 
cer opposing the establishment of 
this police accountability board 
should be viewed with concern.

Either women over thirty don’t 
get out enough or they really need 
to talk about vaginas. Or maybe 
both. The buzz running through 
the lineup outside the Myer 
Horowitz theatre last night verged 
on giddiness, like schoolkids let 
out for recess. Clearly these 
women — for there really were 
only a handful of men — were 
expecting a good time. They were 
not disappointed. 

The Vagina Monologues are com- 
pelling, insightful, and frequently 
hilarious. (In fact, the three per- 
formers, Amy Love, Tracey A. 
Leigh, and Jann Arden, often had 
to wait for the laughter to settle 
before they could continue with 
the play.) They are a series of 
short stories based on author Eve 
Ensler’s interviews with hundreds 
of women about their relationship 
with their vaginas. The work 
touches on everything from 
female ejaculation to genital muti- 
lation to shaving. Despite the 
topic, the anecdotes do not rely on 
“shock” humour; instead they are 
personal reflections told in a very 
human way. The funny part is 
that we can see ourselves in each 
of these women. 

Although not as polished as the 
two professional actors flanking 
her, Jann Arden charmed the 


audience from the outset by let- 
ting her personality shine through 
her performance. Her reading 
(they do hold cue cards through- 
out) of The Flood was especially 
poignant. At one point she even 
had the audience singing in uni- 
son. 

The only really jarring moment 
was when Tracey A. Leigh (or is it 
Amy Love) unconvincingly plays 
a six-year-old girl and compares 
the smell of her vagina to 
“snowflakes.” That was laying: 
“cute” ona little thick for my 
taste, but the audience’s uniform 
cooing would indicate that I was 
in the minority. 

The Vagina Monologues are prob- 
ably best enjoyed with a girl- 
friend, after a pre-show martini or 
two. This week’s performances 
are completely sold out. If you can 
beg, borrow or connive your way 
into a ticket, it will be well worth 
the extra effort.

it was late last winter, and what 
the hell, this is a man who has 
arguably created the greatest body 
of work in the history of country 
music. Frankly, what was there 
left to prove, and after almost four 
decades of being on the road, it’s 
not as though Haggard owes his 
fans or anyone in the industry a 
thing. 

At 63 years of age, it would be 
hard to begrudge the man an early 
retirement, or at least early in the 
world of country music where one 
can keep on yodeling until the 
cows come home or the angels 
start singin’. 

The man who was born 1937 in 
Bakersfield, California, the west 
coast capitol of country music, 
would have been calling it a day 
ona pretty good note — after 
tinally extricating himself from a 
sour record deal with Curb, he cut 
the acclaimed If 1 Could Only Fly 
along with a gospel album last 
year, 

Then coincidence came knock- 
ing, if you believe in such a thing. 

Haggard was at home on his 
ranch in northern California and 
his piano player Doug Colosio, 
over breakfast, was flipping 
through the local Redding news- 
paper. In the 
back of the 
classifieds was 
a small advert.

Wres Leahy hit the road in 
support of their debut album back 
in '96, they were seen as an instru- 
mental band built around the 
energetic majestic fiddle of 
Donnell Leahy.

What some will find most objec- 
tionable about Romano's comedy, 
however, is its paucity of gratu- 
itous profanity and jokes about 
asses / anal sex.

; fe callechert opens with the 
ompact story, Privacy, which 
pulls us into the idea of peeping, 
of looking and assuming what we 
may or may not be able to know. 
The male character of the story 
sees a Woman in another apart- 
ment disrobing and so, he tells us, 
“J went to a drawer and found the 
pair of silver opera ae which 
the theater director had left, and 
took them near the window and 
watched the woman across the 
space of darkness from my own 
space of darkness.” He looks 
where he shouldn’t for thrill and 
arousal and he formulates pre- 
sumptions from his limited per- 
spective, only to have them 
turned jarringly upside down. 

This introductory work sets the 
tone for the collection, which 
takes us into intimate spaces with 
characters, where they are morally 
exposed and we are tempted to 
make assumptions about them. 

Yet the book cautions us, over and 
over, not to be too hasty lest we 
pass them on the street and find 
the face of our own sins looking 
‘back at us. 

Ford doesn’t presume; he 
observes. He thinks a certain 
amount of deception within a rela- 
tionship is human and inevitable, 

et at bottom, he told me, “If you 
pay attention to what people do, 

hat happens is no surprise. 
People act out what is most 
mportant to them.” 

Ford himself chooses his words 
carefully, crafting his stories with 
precision. Born in Jackson, 
Mississippi in 1944, he was an 
only child of middle-class parents 
Who took to scholarly endeavours 
late. He attended Michigan State 
“niversity, a decision that 
allowed him to get out from 
under the South’s influence and 
re-create himself, _

People, not politics, the point of Kandahar

Fe hard to determine which was 
the more arduous journey for 
Canadian-based journalist 
Niloufar Pazira: her attempts to 
return to her native Afghanistan 
to see a friend who had sunk into 
despair under Taliban rule, or her 
experience turning that story into 
a film in collaboration with noted 
Iranian director Mohsen 
Makhmalbaf. 

Pazira and Makhmalbaf’s crew 
of 13 spent five weeks filming in 
the village of Niatack, a communi- 
ty of 5,000 Afghani refugees living 
on the Iran-Afghanistan border. 
Along with the afflictions of 
hunger and poor sanitation, the 
villagers lived along a smuggling 
route and not far from a part of 
Afghanistan where the Taliban 
were openly murdering their 
political opponents. But Pazira 
refuses to boast about her bravery 
in the face of her environment. 

“To complain about the security 
or try to brag about how danger- 
ous it was is almost really sort of 
selfish, whereas for the people 
who live in those conditions, it’s 
real and it’s every day, and 
they’re the brave ones for surviv- 
ing in it.” 

The film, Kandahar, fictionalizes 
Pazira’s quest to return to 
Afghanistan to console a child- 
hood friend. In reality, she only 
made it as far as the border, where 
she was told travelling within her

homeland was too hazardous. In 
the film, Nafas (Pazira) makes her 
way toward a sister who had been 
left behind when her family 
escaped the country for Canada, 
and who has threatened suicide 
on the day of the solar eclipse. 
Along the way, she meets 
Afghans who reflect the country’s 
turmoil — women, landmine vic- 
tims, orphans, people who submit 
to the Taliban to avert starvation. 

It’s only in recent months that 
Kandahar has taken on increased 
significance, as the world turns its 
eyes to Afghanistan and finds a 
lack of information available. 
Pazira says reaction to the film has 
been generally positive, but occa- 
sionally quite perplexing. 

“T’ve seen some media have 
picked certain images in the 
movie and try to justify the cur- 
rent war based on those images — 
saying, ‘Oh, look at how these 
people are suffering and we must 
go and bring civilization to that 
part of the world.’ I actually heard 
these exact words being said 
about Afghanistan on-a TV show 


Fact and fable 


Fiction attenuates reality in urgent story

| ae director Mohsen 
Makhmalbaf’s most recent film, 
Kandahar, emerged earlier this 
year, when few people in North 
America had heard of the place. 
Back when America didn’t care 
about Afghanistan; when the bru- 
tality of the Taliban punks and the 
outrageous oppression of women 
didn’t register on the American 
radar.

Legendary documentarian 
Albert Maysles (Gimme Shelter) co- 
directed and shot this study of 
poverty and illiteracy passing 
passing between generations of a 
black family in present-day 
Mississipi. Machines have eradi- 
cated the backbreaking manual 
labour of chopping cotton, but 
nothing else has improved for the 
people who used to work the land 
on behalf of white farmers. The 
side effects of poverty — drug 
abuse, crime, teen pregnancy, 
deprivation — are fully in evi- 
dence in West Tallahatchie 
County. 

The film cuts between the 
homelife of Laura Lee Wallace

New TV host 
brings new ideas 


“T’ve been told I have an old 
soul.” 

The statement is laughably 
incongruous coming from the 
mouth of 29-year-old Adriana 
Salvia, the new host of HELP!tv on 
ACCESS. What she means isn’t 
exactly clear, but it might have 
something to do with knowin 
precisely what she wants and ae 
she plans to get it. 

Salvia replaces Tasha Larson, 
who moved to Victoria to anchor 
the news on The New VI, a brand 
new station launched by 
ACCESS's parent company, 
Toronto-based CHUM Ltd. After 
only one day on the job Salvia’s 
already looking into the future, 
talking about her dream to one 
day produce a show she already 
calls Mondo People. The show, she 
explains, will be about individuals 
who overcome disaster. 

“There’s a perfect example. Two 
years after the SwissAir crash near 
Nova Scotia, a journalist went 
back to the town that served as a 
base for the recovery effort. He 
found a man from Switzerland, 
whose son died in the crash, who 
was so grateful for the efforts of 
the people in that town that he 
moved there and opened up a 
store to serve the fishermen.” 
Salvia’s eyes grow wide and she 
stabs at the table with her finger 
“There are powerful stories like 
that all over the world. I would go 
to New York two years from now. 
That’s when I'd be looking for sto-

ries about the World Trade 
Center.” 

Old soul, huh? Maybe it means 
intense, passionate and ambitious. 
Not that she’s spent a lot of time 
reflecting on it; Salvia’s far too 
busy moving forward to look 
back. 

The Edmonton native went to 
the U of A and NAIT in the hope 
of becoming a reporter, before 
volunteering at ACCESS. 
Eventually she got on the payroll 
and worked her way up to job 
connection producer for the 
Learning & Jobs News. Soon she 
found herself in Toronto, working 
for CityTV, CHUM Ltd’s flagship 
station, where she helped develop 
a program called The Q Files, a live 
show reflecting the gay and les- 
bian community. The Q Files 


evolved into QueerTelevision, 
North America’s first mainstream 
program “for gays, lesbians and 
open-minded straight people.” 

Now Salvia’s come full circle: 
back to her hometown, back to her 
first television station. She admits 
to being reluctant — Toronto’s 
frantic pace and wide-open 
opportunities were a perfect fit for 
her personality, and had the move 
been to anywhere but here, she 
likely wouldn't have gone. 

“T have friends here, family 
here,” she says, “If I had been 
offered a job in, say, St. John’s, 
where I know nobody, I would 
have stayed in Toronto.” 

Her new job puts her back in 
front of the camera, but before 
accepting it, she was careful to 
ensure she got some input on 
what goes on behind the scenes. 

“I’m a host/ consultant,” she 
says, explaining that while others 
will direct HELP! tv day to day, 
she gets a hand in plotting long- 
term strategy and direction. While 
the nationally broadcast show, 
where viewers can call in for 
expert advice on anything from 
how to grout a tub to the best way 
to perform fellatio, is working 
well, Salvia has ideas to “elevate” 
it even further. 

“I'd like to do more taped sto- 
ties,” she explains. “Get out there 
where people live.” 

That, she says, is what she loves 
best. “I like to develop things, 
work on them until they find their 
legs and let other people take = 
over. a

Mall renos 
next step for 
downtown 


Who would have thought that one 
of the keys to breathing life back into 
Edmonton's downtown core was 
attracting big-box retailers to a mall? 

It sounds absurd, but that’s 
what city planners and officials 
with Oxford Properties hope will 
be the result of a $30 million refur- 
bishing of Eaton’s Centre and 
Edmonton Centre malls and 
renaming it Edmonton City 
Centre. The two malls, which 
have languished side by side for 
years in the heart of the city’s 
downtown, are being combined 
and spruced up. The renovations 
on the 760,000-square-foot mall 
are scheduled to be completed by 
the fall of 2002. 

Oxford, the buildings’ owner, 
has been out attracting new ten- 
ants to fill the cavernous struc- 
tures. Alongside such stalwarts of 
downtown shopping as the Bay 
will be major tenants known 
mostly for their gigantic boxes in 
Canada’s sprawling suburbs, 
notably clothing discounter 
Winners and sporting goods giant 
Sport Chek. Jeff Ryckman, CEO of 
Winners, said it’s the latest trend 
in major retail — moving back 
into city centres. The chain 
presently has thriving stores in 
downtown Toronto and Calgary 
and is planning to move into the 
heart of Vancouver. 

“It's an effective alternative to 
suburban developments,”

McLellan’s bill 
threatens

N..: week could be pivotal for 
democracy in Canada. We'll find 
out just how committed Edmonton 
MP and Justice Minister Anne 
McLellan is to the basic rights of 
individuals and how willing she is 
to pander to terrorism fear-mongers 
and law-and-order zealots. 
McLellan is responsible for Bill C- 
36, proposed anti-terrorism legisla- 
tion which, if enacted, would 
severely curtail Canadians’ rights 
while giving law-enforcement offi- 
Clals sweeping powers not seen in 
this country since Pierre Trudeau 
invoked the War Measures Act dur- 
ing the FLQ crisis.

Neither, most negligently, has 
United Nations Secretary General 
Kofi Annan. 

Behind the scenes, some 
European leaders say they believe 
the terrorist threat has taught the 
U.S. a lesson: clearly, no country, 
no matter how strong, is an island.

Citadel show presents realist squalor — 
and you are there!

Ti. Beauty Queen of Leenane is 
strikingly genuine, a vivid and 
shining example of the Realist tra- 
dition — both in its subject matter 
and its execution, as currently 
staged at the Citadel Theatre. It’s 
fitting that it’s an Irish story, as 
“the idea” of Ireland — the cultur- 
al facts (and myths) with which 
we've been imbued over the years 
— meshes seamlessly with Realist 
thinking, which holds that the 
environment shapes individuals 
rather than being shaped by them. 
You won't get Henry V— tran- 
scending his humble beginnings to 
become truly great. Instead, you 
get the helpless — people who 
might strive for escape, but end up 
cowed by the reality of history and 
environment. 

Through the influence of modern 
culture, we’ve come to believe that 
this sort of helplessness is a part of 
the Irish condition. Oh sure, we 
know about the glory of Ireland - 
the music, the drink, the bond of 
family, the green, green hills, and 
the peat (ah, the peat!). But we also 
know of the oppression by the 
English, misery and isolation, 
famine and poverty — realities that 
have followed the Irish people and 
wholly inhabited their spirit. In 
Irish stories, you can dream of 
more, but you can’t ever escape

When it’s cold outside, warm up your insides

hether you're looking for a 
folk remedy or a winter ice breaker, 
nothing beats a well-presented, 
carefully prepared hot drink. 

Yet, their traditional nature gives 
the ambitious host pause: How do 
you keep your winter drinks fresh 
and contemporary while at the 
same time Offering comfort and 
familiarity? Like most bar and 
kitchen endeavours, the secret to 
‘azzing up an old favourite is to 
always keep the culinary / mixolog- 
jeal core of your offering front and 
‘entre, knowing what you can and 
cannot substitute. You should also 
never skimp on ingredients (quali- 

or freshness) and pay attention 
fo your presentation and service (a 

sturdy set of pretty mugs and a 
‘good stock of garnishes goes a long 
way to impress guests). 

Here are a few suggestions to fire 
up hot drinks: 


HOT JUICES AND CIDERS 
Aneasy and elegant alternative 
tospiced apple cider is to heat up 
some cranberry juice (six ounces 
per serving) to which you add one 
alf-ounce of Cointreau and 
brandy and garnish with a cinna- 
mon stick and long twist of orange. 
If you're really set on apple cider, 
onsider using organic cider rather 





than the run of the mill groc 
variety. 

One of the best recipe books I’ve 
found is Bonnie Stern’s HeartSmart 
Cooking for Family and Friends which 
calls for 4 cups of unsweetened 
apple cider, one cinnamon stick 
(broken in half), three whole cloves, 
five whole allspice, four whole 
black peppercorns, a quarter tea- 
spoon of grated nutmeg, and two 
tablespoons of honey all m 
together in a large saucepan and 
heated gently for about 10 minutes. 
Just before serving, add a third of a 
cup of dark rum, brandy or apple 
brandy. 


OT COFFEE 

Coffee is not only the perfect 
after-dinner drink, it’s also a natur- 
al fit for a wide variety of different 
spirits, limited only by your desire 
to experiment and your personal 
taste. (On top of booze, you can 
also jazz up your cup 0’ joe with 
cinnamon, nutmeg, citrus rinds, 
various ground nuts, vanilla, and 
cocoa, not to mention commercial 
flavouring syrups.) 

Given all that, the dead simplest 
Way to revive a java-based drink is 
to make sure you’re serving the 
best possible coffee product. For 
the best results, start with high- 
quality beans that you grind fresh 
for each serving. Coffee purists also 
suggest a press pot or gold filter

Another day, another Iranian auteur

Wiis of the Iranian cinematic 
geniuses is it who blurs fact and 
fiction in renderings of quasi- 
autobiographical tales? Is it 
Kiarostami? Makhmalbaf? Which 
Makhmalbaf? Or was it Panahi? 
No, this time it’s Bahman 
Farmanara, the influential Iranian 
director whom censorship had 
rendered silent for more than 20 
years. Smell of Camphor, Fragrance 
of Jasmine is his return to the craft 
of filmmaking.

With the rise of slumlords and 
crack-dealers since his death, it 
makes sense for Jimmy Bones to 
come back and represent for his 
people, vigilante-style. But why 





then does he slice up so many 
innocent teenagers on the way? 
And the racial undercurrents, 
where a brother requires comeup- 
pance for making it out of the 
‘hood and marrying a white 
woman, are uncomfortably mali- 
cious. 

Sure, after an hour of excruciat- 
ing “spooky” shadow effects, 
Snoop dispatches pushers with 
bon-mots like, “I’ve got a natural 
high — a supernatural high.” And 
there’s a fiendish dog(g) that barfs 
maggots on people. But none of it 
works, because just like the aston- 
ishingly stupid kids in the film, 
the filmmakers are tampering 
with something they can’t begin 
to understand. 

If I were to ask Snoop himself 
exactly what it would take to 
enjoy this movie, he’d probably 
say, “Frizzle my wizzle, for shiz- 
zle, nizzle,” and I would have no 
idea what that meant. But I’m sure 
he'd agree that it isn’t contingent 
so much on the five stars as the 40 
ounces.

The first thing that strikes you 
upon meeting Jennifer Martin in 
person is how petite she is. After 
weeks of seeing her gigantic visage 
smiling down from billboards 
around Edmonton, it’s disconcert- 
ing to discover she needs three-inch 
heels to stand five-foot-six. Equally 
disproportionate is the weight of 
expectation placed on her shoulders 
by the brass at A-Channel, who 
hope Martin will help lead the 
charge against Edmonton’s televi- 
sion monoliths, Global and CFRN. 

Martin was hired away from 
CTV’s Newsnet this fall to co- 
anchor A-Channel’s News@Six with 
Paul Mennier. She's a key compo- 
nent in a massive revamping of the 
station’s news package, which 
includes increasing the 6 p.m. 
broadcast from 30 minutes to a full 
hour and bumping the late-night 
newscast from 10 to 11 p.m., putting 
both shows head-to-head with their 

more established competitors. 

“Tm sure we can do it,” Martin 
said. “We package the news differ- 
ently. Our approach is fresh and we 
do things in a more interesting 
way.” A-Channel is currently run- 
ning a very distant third in a four- 
station market. Last spring’s ratings 
showed CFRN and Global in a vir- 
tual dead heat, with the former 
attracting 139,500 viewers each 
week night. Global was right 
behind, with 130,400. Well back was 
A-Channel, with 14,000, and even 
further behind was CBC Edmonton, 
whose new Canada Now program 
attracted only 6,400 viewers. 


CRITICAL RATINGS PERIOD 

It has become a seasonal rite. 
Every spring and fall the city’s bill- 
boards and bus shelters are plas- 
tered with the faces of the stations’ 
news anchors. It's ratings time 
again. The Bureau of Broadcast 
Measurement conducts its survey of 
the public's television viewing 
habits, so the stations’ marketing 
departments put on a full-court 
press in an attempt to convince as 
many viewers as possible to tune in 
to their broadcasts. 

This fall’s ratings period, which 
wraps up this week, is critical for 
two local stations in particular. Both 
A-Channel and Global have 
launched ambitious makeovers this 
fall and the new ratings book, due 
out in late December or early

Vancouver and anchored by Kevin 
Newman. In September 2000 com- 
pany re-branded its disparate local 
stations across the country — hence, 
Edmonton’s ITV became Global. On 
Sept. 3, the final piece of the puzzle 
was placed when Global National 
was launched. Now the stations 
broadcast their regular local news- 
casts at 6 p.m., followed at 6:30 with 
the national news. 

“Local is still where it’s at,” 
explained Tim Spelliscy, Global 
Edmonton’s station manager and 
news director, “but a national news- 
cast is vital for the network's credi- 
bility.” 

There's no question Global's plan 
is risky. For 40 years Canadian 
viewers have watched their local 
news at 6 p.m. and their national 
news at 10 or 11. A year ago CBC 
launched Canada Now, a similar for- 
mat — 30 minutes of national and 


CanWest became the nation’s 
largest media company when it 
took over control of the Southam 
newspaper chain. CanWest/ Global 
now has a television station and a 
daily newspaper in nearly every 
major city in the country, but it’s 
here in Edmonton that the corpora- 
tion is doing its most ambitious 
experiments in “convergence,” or 
the melding of entities such as the

Marketplace and Disclosure. For 
example, every story CBC ran any- 
where in the country about 
Edmonton soldiers preparing to 
head to Afghanistan was produced 
by May’s staff. Likewise, any stories 
about Wiebo Ludwig. “Perhaps 
only 15,000 Edmontonians saw our 
coverage of the Wiebo story, but I 
wouldn't be surprised if 600,000 
viewers across the country saw our 
stories.” 

May said while the CBC’s dismal 
local ratings are a concern, they are 
far from the sole measure of the 
bureau's success. With only 30 min- 
utes of local news, five days a week, 
no one expects CBC’s ratings to 
challenge Global's or CFRN’s. 

CBC's ratings tanked in Alberta 
about a decade ago, when budget

cuts forced the cancellation of sepa- 
rate Calgary and Edmonton broad- 
casts in favour of a single, provincial 
broadcast. 

“That was a mistake. Network 
brass acknowledged that,” said 
May. A few years ago they went 
back to local newscasts and last year 
launched Canada Now, anchored 
nationally from 6 to 6:30 p.m. by lan 
Hanomansing and locally from 6:30 
to7 p.m. by Helen Mann. 

“We've completely rebranded the 
network,” said May. “I've told all 
my staff that they’re network 
reporters and they've really 
responded to the challenge.” 


WAITING ON TENTERHOOKS 
Each of Edmonton’s four televi- 
sion stations has a distinct formula, 


which they hope will turn into high- 
er ratings this fall. For reigning 
champion CERN, it’s to be as famil- 
iar and homey as possible, like a 
trusted neighbour. For Global, it’s 
capitalizing on a fledgling national 
network while remaining aggres- 
sive on the local front. For A- 
Channel, it’s to become more main- 
stream but still retain some of its 
“edgy upstart” appeal. CBC will 
continue to concentrate on the larg- 
er, national picture, branding itself 
as the station that will put every- 
thing into a federal and internation- 
al context. The ratings period is 
winding down, but station execu- 
tives will be on tenterhooks for 
another month as they wait to find 
out which formula resonates best 
with Edmonton audiences.

Pianist Miller invents counter-classical music

0. the very same stage that you 
watched the Supersuckers and 
Deadbolt stomp in a frenzy of 
pure rock ‘n roll madness, a man 
will carefully sit behind his grand 
piano. He'll reach down, adjust 
his seat, and perform a program 
of serious classical pieces by 
Shostakov Debussy, and even 
a few of his own compositions. 
Chris Miller, who has already 
played a similar program at the 
Suburbs in April, pursued the 
idea of booking himself into clubs 
more for his benefit than for any 
high culture crusade. 

“T don’t like the concert hall 
atmosphere,” he cheerfully 
explains. “It’s sort of uptight. I 
mean, I’ve played at competitions. 
I like the idea of having a beer and 
a smoke after.” 

This Thursday, the 24-year-old 
Royal Conservatory student will 
be taking his compositions into a 
club that’s seen a lot of beer and a 
lot of cigarettes. Miller feels com- 
fortable there; a young start at the 
keyboard was interrupted by a 
prerequisite teenage punk rock 
experience, which may well have 
infiltrated his personality more 
than even he knows. It pops out 
occasionally; Miller can still rhap- 
sodize about Hiisker Dii as much 
as Bach. But you won't find any 
Bob Mould influences on Miller’s 
self produced CD, Opening. 
Instead, the pianist ably showcas- 
es an eclectic style that freely 
mixes the hypnotic patterns of 
Michael Nyman with the lush 
romanticism of Claude Debussy. 

Miller is a rarity in that he is a 
serious pianist who also compos- 
es. Most musicians take one route 
or the other, but very few do both; 
either occupation demands inten- 
sive training. 

“There's the story of the guy 
who goes to a concert [by] plane, 
and he reads a 30-page long-score 
on the plane, and by the time he 
gets to Paris he can play it. | mean, 
these guys are insane. They spend 
night and day playing, at least 10 
hours a day.” 

While Miller may not be similar- 
ly inclined, he’s still intent on tak- 
ing the path of concert pianist as 
far as it will go. And maybe his 
decision to alter the usual course 
of his destiny will take him along 
the same route as his hero, Glenn 
Gould. “That would be nice,” he 
muses. “Obviously he changed a 
few things in classical music. He 
did a lot of unorthodox things, 
and he got away with it.”

Bf SAINTS 
@ ATLANTIC 

Sort of a companion piece to his 
solo import-only album Don't 
Blame Me, Saints finds guitarist 
Marc Ribot simultaneously burn- 
ing the notion of guitar virtuosity 
to the ground and positing the 
polar opposite of an “easy listen- 
ing” album. I can’t think of a wor- 
thier venture. 

Ribot would need no introduc- 
tion even if he weren’t best known 
for his sideman jaunts alongside 
Tom Waits, Elvis Costello, count- 
less world music acts and jazz 
weirdos like John Zorn and 
Anthony Coleman. In fact his pro- 
jects with Los Cubanos Prostizos, 
with the Bar Kokhba Sextet and 
on his own are every bit as inter- 
esting and, as is the case with 
Saints, downright startling. 

The rationale of using standards 
for improvisation is to take a 
familiar springboard and explore 
its melodic, harmonic and rhyth- 
mic possibilities. Ribot dispenses 
with all three of these properties 
at one point or another as he 
ranges over material by Albert 
Ayler, the Beatles, John Lurie, 
Steven Sondheim and traditional 
chestnuts like St. James Infirmary. 

The inclusion of tunes by Ayler, 
the legendary sax player whose 
music was once likened to “a 
Salvation Army band on acid,” 
serves as warning that some 
unusual interpretations are about 
to transpire. Ribot starts separat- 
ing the men from the boys right 
out of the gate with Ayler’s Saints 
followed by John Zorn’s obdurate 

Book of Heads #13. To add to your 
confusion, Ribot then offers a ver- 
sion of I'm Getting Sentimental 
Over You so fragile it threatens to 
vanish into silence at any 
moment. And just when you've 
noticed a melody you recognize, 
it’s transformed in a flurry of pure 
invention that leaves you wonder- 
ing where you started from. °” 

There’s a consistent weighty, 
haunting quality to it all, even 
when the song seems on the verge 
of collapse. It’s a bit of a shame to 
admit this album isn’t for every- 
one, but if you can give Ribot 45 
minutes of your time, you might 
discover a kind of beauty you 
hadn’t thought about before.

Steve Notley: half-plant, half-cartoonist

The point is moot. Before you 
can suggest that there are passing 
similarities between Stephen 
Notley and his cartoon creation, 
Bob the nee Flower, he nips the 
comment in the, um, bud. 

“Yes it’s true, 1 am Bob the 
Angry Flower. I'll just answer that 
question. I know you didn’t ask.” 

Well, he most likely doesn’t 
mean that in a literal sense. Notley 
has never blown up the world, 
built a giant robot in his own 
image using slave labour, visited 
the Book Shelf Dimension, or been 
ripped from an airplane still 
strapped in his seat. There’s noth- 
ing even remotely vegetable about 
him. But the symbiosis between

himself and his botanical counter- 
part is undeniable. 

“If | wasn’t doing Bob, my life 
would be a pretty empty thing, so 
I've got to keep creating and 
doing this cartoon, so what keeps 
him going is what keeps me 
going,” says Notley. “That's 
always different from week to 
week — it can be my desperate 


need to be loved as a person one 
week, or my excitement over 
some abstruse element of quan- 
tum physics the next or my anger 
at movie theatres and their inabili- 
ty to focus a projector. It’s just 
whatever — what keeps it going is 
the offensive nature of life on 
earth in the 21st century.” 

So far Notley’ s raison d’étre has 
stood him in good stead. This past 
month, Notley released Everybody 
vs. Bob the Angry Flower, his third 
self-published compendium of 
Bob cartoons, many of which were 
first published in SEE Magazine. 

It might seem a bit soon for anoth- 
er Bob book, seeing as the previ- 
ous compiliation, Coffee with 
Sinistar, isn’t even two years old, 
but Notley says the forces of histo- 
ry conspired to midwife Everybody 
into existence. 

“Why now? Id already been 
planning it, then Sept. 11 hap- 
pened and that offered the perfect 
cut-off point.

a slut-child abuser-nymphomaniac- 
alcoholic-whore, she writes in 
Cougar. 

That's because “cougars” go 
against our expectations for older

Just another 
corporate 
welfare bum

F.. the past three decades, Alberta Report magazine and its 
progeny have been the voice of Canada’s hard-core right wing. 
Since the early 1970s the publications, headquartered in 
Edmonton, have been railing against society's moral decline and 
the relentless encroachment of big government on the day-to- 
day lives of Canadians. 

Over the years, founder Ted Byfield has been particularly vir- 
ulent in his attacks on the mindset that is increasingly reliant on 
government handouts and regulation. Time and again Byfield 
has declared that if individuals and organizations are unable to 
stand on their own two feet financially, it’s not taxpayers’ 
responsibility to prop them up. 

Imagine our surprise, therefore, to discover that the maga- 
zines he shaped are benefiting from heavy government subsi- 
dies and are, in fact, among the corporate welfare bums Byfield 
hates so intensely. 


‘THANKS, BUT NO THANKS’ 

In 1998, federal Heritage Minister Sheila Copps announced a 
plan to protect the Canadian magazine industry from so-called 
American split-run publications. U.S. publishers had hatched a 
scheme in which popular titles such as Cosmopolitan and Sports 
Illustrated would publish special Canadian editions. These edi- 
tions would carry Canadian advertising alongside their regular 
American content. The plan was considered so threatening to 
Canadian publications, which depended on Canadian advertis- 
ing, that Copps originally tried to levy a punishing tariff on 
split-runs. When the World Trade Organization ruled the tariff 
unfair, Copps began mulling direct subsidies to Canadian mag- 
azines in order to help them stay afloat while advertising rev- 
enue bled southward. 

In the May 16, 1998 edition of the Financial Post, Byfield pillo- 
ried Copps’ plan as unnecessary government interference in 
business.” As publisher for the past 25 years of weekly news- 
magazines with 100 per cent Canadian content, nothing fright- 
ens me more than the efforts of Sheila Copps to save us from the 
threat of the Americans. I’m far more worried about Sheila 
Copps,” he said. 

The minister was considering two programs: one a direct sub- 
sidy, the other a rule prohibiting the sale of advertising in 
Canada by publications that fail to meet a proposed “devotion 
to Canada” stipulation. Byfield was appalled by both ideas. 
“The magazine industry apparently opposes the subsidy but 
enthusiastically supports the ‘devotion to Canada’ proposal. In 
that case, the magazine industry is dead wrong. It should 
oppose both,” he wrote. 

“If Canadian content can’t be sold to Canadians without the 
help of government, the national cause has been lost already. 
But I don’t think it has. I think we can meet the Americans on 
the industry’s own terms, and should tell Sheila Copps and her 
Ottawa bureaucrats ‘Thanks, but no thanks’.” 

But when the subsidy program, known as the Canada 
Magazine Fund, handed out its first cheques in the 2000-2001 
fiscal year, Alberta Report and its sister publication, B.C. Report, 
were right there in line. The program under which the maga- 
zines applied is called Support For Editorial Content. Money is 
to be used to pay Canadian writers to produce Canadian con- 
tent. Alberta Report walked away with more than $216,000, while 

















































its B.C. counterpart 
bagged a cool 
$82,000. 


IF YOU CAN’T 
BEAT ’EM... TAKE 
THEIR MONEY 

Byfield, now in his 
70s, has stepped back 
from the business some- 
what. He remains chair- 
man of the publications’ 
parent company, United 
Western Communications 
(which also publishes a nation- 
al edition of the magazine, 
called simply Report), but his 
son, Link, has the titles of presi- 
dent and editor-publisher and 
runs things day to day. 

While Link strongly opposes the 
notion of subsidies for magazines, 
he told SEE Magazine that the busi- 
ness climate in Canada is such that no 
one dares turn them down. “It’s 
become a condition of doing business in 
this country,” he said, explaining that to 
refuse the handout would be allowing 
competitors an unfair advantage. 

Besides, Link added, “If somebody's 
against Medicare, does that mean he must 
go to the U.S. to see a doctor?” 

Accepting government dole is nothing new 
at Alberta Report. For years the company has 
taken advantage of another Heritage Canada 
subsidy known as the Publishers Assistance 
Program, in which postage is subsidized. 
Subscription magazines can have their postage 
costs supported, so the cost to the business is as lit- 
tle as 10 cents per copy. By earpeeey sending a 
magazine by first-class mail with no subsidy would 
cost over $1. Link Byfield acknowledged that over the

years, this taxpayer-funded crutch has been worth far 
more to the company than the Canada Magazine Fund. founder and con-

He said at one point, company executives were worried 
about the apparent hypocrisy of railing against big govern- 
ment while at the same time shoving their snouts in the subsidy 
trough, but those concerns were put to rest after talking to 
Walter Block, a libertarian economist formerly with the Fraser 
Institute and now teaching at Loyola University. 

“He told us to go for it,” Link said. “He said with any luck 
you'll spend them to exhaustion and they’Il have to stop.’” 

Link pointed out the absurd irony of the situation: “taking 
money from people who don’t want to give it and giving it 
those who don’t want it.” 

Link agrees with his father’s assessment that the industry 
never needed the subsidies in the first place and the entire pro- 
gram serves no real purpose, other than to give federal politi- 
cians a chance to meddle in the publishing industry. Ultimately, 

ink said, the Report magazines never lost any business due to 
American split runs, anyway. :

ohn Armstrong and his long- 
time, loyal friends have estab- 
lished themselves as the shape 
shifters of our local musical 
scene and, on Thursday Nov. 
29, we get another example of 
how diverse their musical 
interests are. 

Armstrong, along with gui- 
tarist/songwriter Tom 
Roshkov of the Swingin’ Ya 
Band, drummer Kelly Pikula, 
guitarist Eddie Patterson, 
singer-writer Al Brant have 
recorded and toured together 
as the Spirit Merchants and in a 
couple of other configurations, 
give or take a couple of players 
and additional pals like tune- 
smith Kevin Cook and didgeri- 
doo player Vince Sanregret. 

Sometimes the collective 
efforts of all involved are 
blues-based, at times the form 
is built around Patterson’s free 
flowing fusion stylings and just 
as often listeners will find 
themselves on the receiving 
end of original pieces from 
Brant or Roshkov that embrace 
rootsier traditioins. 

Most of it is reasonably acces- 
sible stuff, but Armstrong 
admits that may not be the case 
when it comes to what he, 
Roshkov and Pikula are serv- 
ing up on Thursday evening as 
the Ancestors when they par- 
ticipate in show by B.E.A.M.S. 
(Boreal Electro-Acoustic Music 
Society) at Latitude 53 Gallery. 

Armstrong ditches his bass in 
favor of a Theremin and an 
ebo, which is a magnetic device 
moved back and forth over the 
string of a guitar. Roshkov puts 
down his axe and explores the 
sounds of erhu, a Chinese vio- 
lin with two strings, and Pikula 
plays and assortment of hand 
percussion. 





“It’s totally spontaneous, free 
form music, so there are no 
rehearsals prior to the show,” 
grins Armstrong, who will be 
wading into the swirling 
waters of improvisation with 
some guests who also won’t be 
wearing life jackets. 

“Gary Lee is adding some 
spoken word to the two suites 
we're creating, one titled 
Whales, the other Spiders. 
Wendy McNeill will be joining 
us on accordion and Vince will 
be there with his didgeridoo. 
We're also incorporating two 
video monitors into the perfor- 
mance with altered footage of 
whales and prehistoric ruins,” 
added Armstrong, whose band 
is first up on the bill. 

Rounding out the night will 
be an instant composing ses- 
sion open to anyone who feels 
compelled to bring an instru- 
ment and the night is complet- 
ed by a performance from Don 
Ross and Raylene Campbell. 

Admission is $5 and The 
Ancestors kick off the night a 
half hour after the doors open, 
which is 8 p.m.

Comedy tries a little subtlety for once

Aznes Jaoui’s The Taste of Others 
doesn’t appear to have much 
going for it at first. Unlike Amélie, 

e other French romantic comedy 
currently in theatres, Taste doesn’t 
start stimulating your charmed 
gland from the git-go. It doesn’t 
offer buckets of visual whimsy, 
clever voice-overs or preternatu- 
rally beautiful actors to keep your 
attention. On the candy counter of 
new movie releases, Taste is a 
package of licorice next to 
Amélie’s confection of pop rocks, 
pixie dust and pull taffy. 

What Taste does have is subtlety 
— not the hottest commodity at 
the multiplex — and it's the artful 





accrual of meaningful details that 
gives the film surprising emotion- 
al impact, something the charm- 
ing Amélie has slightly less claim 
to. 

Jean-Pierre Bacri plays Castella, 
a taciturn French businessman 
without much in the way of tact 
or taste; his vacuous interior deco- 
rating wife is the self-appointed 
arbiter of such things. Castella’s 
about to sign a big deal with some 
Iranians, which forces him to hire 
bodyguards until the deal is done. 
He also needs to improve his 
English, so he hires Clara (Anne 
Alvaro) to tutor him. One night, 
he sees her in a play and some- 
thing stirs him. Not only does he 
feel attracted to Clara, her perfor- 
mance brings tears to his eyes. He

tries to insinuate himself into her 
world, but she’s not interested in a 
boor who thinks he can buy his 
way into her circle. Her artsy 
friends, however, take a certain 
delight in making fun of him even 
as he’s picking up the tab at the 
bar. 

Meanwhile, Castella’s body- 
guards have romantic woes of 
their own. Bruno (Alain Chabat) 
discovers his fiancée, who is 
studying in the States, has been 
unfaithful. So has he, but that 
doesn’t seem to matter to him. 


And Franck (Gérard Lanvin) is 
getting involved with a free-spirit- 
ed barmaid, Manie (director 
Jaoui), even though he disap- 
proves of the little hash-dealing 
concern she runs on the side. 

On a basic level, the script (by 
Jaoui and Bacri) and performances 
do wonders with very little, slow- 
ly revealing the humanity behind 
the facades of the inarticulate, 
manly-male characters. The direc- 
tion, too, is subtle, capturing with 
great naturalism the way men and 
women act in public and private 
spaces. The humour — this is, 
after all, a comedy — is gentle but 
pointed. Never has a fully 
appointed bourgeois living room 
looked so ghastly. 

Special note should be made of 
Jean-Pierre Bacri who, like Billy 
Bob Thornton in The Man Who 
Wasn't There, barely changes facial 
expressions yet gives a moving 
performance as a man struggling 
to articulate the lack he feels in his 
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life. This is ice-berg acting 
per cent above the surface 
per cent beneath. Here’s hoping 
the subtlety wort be lost in the 
upcoming avalanche of boi; 
Christmas fare.

Story telling terrific, but uneven

The way you feel about Kenneth 
Brown’s play The Garneau Kid 
will ultimately depend on your 
relationship with minivans. If you 
own one, you'll love this show. If 
you don’t, you won't; and if you 
like the play but don’t owna 
minivan, you probably harbour a 
secret, perhaps subconsious long- 
ing to hit the highway behind the 
wheel of a brand-new Aerostar. 

Rarely employed in theatrical 
critique, the Minivan Factor is 
invoked here because minivans 
and this play are so blatantly 
directed at Baby Boomers. So right 
up front, let’s address some demo- 
graphic assumptions and avoid 
any miscommunication: this show 
gets a generous three stars from 
anyone born after 1961 and a con- 
servative four stars from bona- 
fide Boomers. Five-star ratings are 
reserved for those works that 
bridge the monumental genera- 
tion gap epitomized by the 
Minivan. 

Now to the point: Ken Brown 
pours out his soul, his very per- 
sonal history, in this recounting of 
his wonder years. The stage floor 
bears a childish map of his child- 
hood world — the Garneau com- 
munity drawn in relation to the

rest of the world, splayed out 
across the stage and rising violent- 
ly in jagged peaks with far-away 
names like Afghanistan, India and 
Pakistan. 

Brown deftly mixes stories of 
his own ‘60s childhood with a 
coming-of-age tale in which he 
and his girlfriend tour Asia dur- 
ing the turmoil of the early 1970s. 
They arrive in Greece shortly after 
Turkey’ invasion of Cypress, on 
the very day the Greeks have 
overthrown their own military 
rulers. The couple make a daring 
crossing into Turkey, where ner- 
vous soldiers greet them at gun- 
point. 

Brown leaps across time and 
space, delivering magical slices of 
life from childhood, the akward- 
ness of puberty and his early 20s, 
sometimes jumping to the present 
to question, say, the present 
whereabouts of a kind stranger in

Size MacDonald wagered a 
child against the success of a 
script. The Glaswegian actor and 
fledgling playwright was broke, 
fed up with acting, and hungry 
for a second child. Her partner 
rebuffed her request to increase 
the size of their family for finan- 
cial reasons. He didn’t want to 
bring up yet another childon a 
steady diet of lentils and canned 
tomatoes. Desperate, Sharman 
gambled her future. She bet her 
partner she could sell a script. If 
she won, a child was hers. 

In 1984 she wrote her first play, 
When I was a Girl I Used to Scream 
and Shout, and promptly sold it to 
London’s Bush Theatre, where it 
won the Evening Standard Most 
Promising Playwright award. 
Almost 20 years later, MacDonald 
has two novels, a film, screen- 
plays, stage plays, and a teenage 
daughter to ee credit. 

MacDonald explores the world 
of teenagers in her 1994 work 
Borders of Paradise, a coming-of- 
age story set on a beach in Devon. 
Five boys from the Midlands trav- 
el there for a surf holiday — 
England being famous for its 
warm sandy beaches — where 
they meet two Scots girls, one flee- 
ing the advances of a lecherous 
teacher, the other tagging along as 
“best friend.”

What brings the Scooby Review 
Gang this far west on a blustery 
night?

Josey recommends fantasy therapy to 
help overcome erotic fatigue

i m bored with my sex life. 
Not the one that happens in my 
bed, or whatever other conve- 
nient location presents itself, but 
the one that happens in my 
head. Unlike the people who 
write to ask me for advice on 
how to spice up their sex lives 
with their partners, I feel like I 
need to spice up my sex life with 
my own brain. 

Maybe it’s all these years of 
writing about sex. Nothing sur- 
prises me anymore. Or maybe 
it’s the abundance of external 
stimulus I have available — 
stacks of porn videos, reams of 
erotica, the Internet. Any time I 
want to get off on my own, I just 
reach out and let someone else’s 
fantasies do all the hard work. 
The problem with this is that I 
don’t spend any time cultivating 
my own erotic scenarios. I fear 
that my fantasies, like Christmas 
and peanut butter in individual 
slices, have become commercial- 
ized.

Melanie McBride sympathizes. 
As an erotic fiction writer she 
too was feeling like the cliche 
queen. In the same way that, 
theoretically, most of us are 
locked into the same musical 
tastes we’ve had since we first 
discovered music, she noticed 
she was relying on many of the 
sexual fantasies she’d had since 
she was a teenager. 








men have been told for too long 
what to fantasize about.

“Next time you're alone 
masturbating and an image or 
fantasy pops into your head that 
makes you feel bad or guilty, 
write about it rather than chas- 
ing it away,” she suggests. “If

A. you read this, government officials are 
putting the final touches on their response to 
the Auditor General Peter Valentine’s 2000- 
2001 report. Every summer Alberta’s auditor 
general files his assessment of the govern- 
ment's financial performance and in the late 
fall or early winter the government releases its 
response, complete with plans to fix any 
errors or systemic flaws the A-G’s accountants 
have discovered. 

Over the past seven years, the auditor gen- 
eral has made more than 300 recommenda- 
tions for improving the government's books. 
In most cases, the ministries under scrutiny 
have acted upon those recommendations. A 
tiny handful, four, have been disregarded, for 
reasons such as changes in circumstances, 
with the blessing of the A-G. There’s another 
bunch of recommendations that have simply 
not been responded to, but Valentine isn’t let- 
ting the government off that easily. Whenever 
a recommendation is disregarded without 
good reason, he repeats it in the next year’s 
report. One government official we spoke 
with joked that seeing certain items repeated 
year after year “just seems to be a given.” 

SEE Magazine went down memory lane and 
revisited recommendations that have been 
collecting dust the longest and asked officials 
in the government to update us on their 
progress. What follows are selected golden 
oldies of the Alberta government's procrasti- 
nation hit list. 


1994-95 


RECOMMENDATION NO. 12 


“It is recommended that the Department 
of Agriculture, Food and Rural Development 
use the criteria developed for the whole farm 
safety net program to assess the appropriate- 
ness and effects of other farm income sup- 
port systems.” 

Seven years ago, the Alberta government 
developed a “whole farm safety net program” 
designed to be a comprehensive support pro- 
gram for farmers stricken by disaster or eco- 
nomic downturns. At the time, however, no 
one bothered to check if the new program was 
overlapping with other insurance and subsidy 
programs. Valentine cited a $10 million per 
year fuel rebate program which might not be 
needed anymore, but no one knew for sure 
because no one was comparing. 

Response: Lloyd Andrucho of Alberta 
Agriculture said officials have been working 
on the recommendation and expect to have a 
plan by year’s end. 


RECOMMENDATION NO. 23 

“Tt is recommended that the Department 
of Health foster funding systems that focus 
on enhancing the health of the population.” 

Back in 1995, Valentine expressed concern, — 
for example, that the fee-for-service payment 
system “provides financial incentives based 
on [the number of patient] visits rather than 
on improving the health status of Albertans.” 
Repeating this recommendation in the current 
report, the auditor general said that more 
work still needs to be done to monitor pay- 
ments and promote cost-effectiveness. He 
noted that in 1999-2000, physicians billed 10 








for a total cost of $231.6 million, 26% of all

are extremely complex. The department has 
already established pilot programs to test 
alternative payment plans. Morevover, the 
department's commitment to innovation will 
become clear, says May, when the 
Mazankowski report on the state of Alberta 
health care is released in the new year. 


RECOMMENDATION NO. 28 

“It is recommended that the Department 
of Justice determine the costs and results of 
its fines collection activities to provide this 
information to the Legislative Assembly, the 
Provincial Court of Alberta, and municipali- 
ties.” 

The government generates a lot of revenue 
from fines and penalties, but there is no data 
being collected on whether the fines are hav- 
ing any effect on people’s behavior. 
“Information on the costs and results of fines 
collection activities would be a basis from 
which to begin measuring the effects of the 
fines imposed — that is, the degree to which 
they are achieving their objective.” 

Of equal importance to the auditor general, 
however, is that there is no data for assessing 
the efficiency of fines collection. For example, 
Valentine said, more than $2 million in fines 
go uncollected every year because Alberta 
Justice doesn’t have an effective way of col- 
lecting from out-of-province violators, and 
nearly one-third of all fines levied under the 
Young Offenders Act remain uncollected 

Response: Alberta Justice spokesman Bart 
Johnson said the department is “continuing to 
work on an action plan” for the seven-year- 
old recommendation. “We're satisfied that 


progress is being made,” he said.

Valentine says that more money is being 
spent, but that there wasn’t enough informa- 
tion to know whether that increase in expen- 
diture was making any difference. 

Response: Of consistency in-reporting, 
Howard May of the Department of Health 
and Wellness says, “We're working toward 
that.” He points to the difficulty in co-ordinat- 
ing the activities of 17 regional health authori- 
ties, noting that the authorities have only 
existed for six years. “What we're trying to do 
is design something that’s agreeable to all 
{and takes into account] what they’re capable 
of reporting, because everybody has a differ- 
ent system.” 

“T think if you talked to the auditor general, 
you'd get some feel for how complicated this 
all is,” says May. “His overall judgement is 
that the system is sound but there’s room for 
improvement.”

RAVING POETS BAND 


The Raving Poets Band is a local 
quintet who always take their 
lyrics seriously, even if the audi- 
ence writes them. What is unusual 
about this band is that it provides 
a heady atmospheric soundscape 
for stand-up, hep-cat Stroll of Poet 
narratives. The Stroll of Poets are 
a ‘no-guts-no-glory’ literary crew 
of Edmonton bards and The 
Alberta Beatnik (Mark Kozub) is 
their leader. 

President of the Stroll of Poets 
Society, Kozub explains that each 
new Raving Poets song is an 
improvisational journey. The 
music can go anywhere and per- 
formances are highly visual. 
Although Kozub isnt’certain if the 
band is a permanent Stroll of 
Poets fixture, he remains fascinat- 
ed by its creative potential. 

“Ninety per cent of the time it 
works,” says Kozub, who plays 
bass guitar in the band. “What we 
do is usually minimalistic because 
you have to let the music breathe 
— you have to hang back or it’s 
too much coming at you. If the 
music is too crazy or loud, the 
words of the poets are lost. On 
some nights, out of sheer enthusi- 
asm we've probably thrown 
things out of balance.” 

An award-winning songwriter, 
Kozub can spin on a dime when it 
comes to musical diversity. His 
music background includes a 
recent slate of indie CD’s: Therapy, 
March 2000; Husband = Idiot, 
October 2001;and_ Alberta Beatnik’s 
Tongue Circus, recorded in the 
spring of 2001. The latter is a poet- 
ry compilation showcasing 14 . 
poets in front of a live audience.

0., there are trials and tribula- 
tions to being an indie artist, as 
well as for the concentric circles of 
personnel surrounding them: 
managers, agents, road crew, 
lawyers, publicists, publishers and 
distributors. There is a great need 
in Edmonton for these music 
industry types, but the uncertain- 
ty of these positions, combined 
with the potential low income, can 
be a deterrent. 

Six years ago, Melanie Cheek 
started a grassroots distribution 
company, Spirit River 
Distribution. During her 
practicum for the Grant MacEwan 
Arts Administration program, she 
excelled at marketing indepen- 
dently produced recordings.

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Spirit River filled a void in 
Alberta’s music industry. The 
mid-90s in Edmonton saw a bur- 
geoning indie scene, with a spate 
of CDs released by artists who 
were at a loss as to how to get 


their product to retail. Spirit River, 


a national FACTOR-recognized 
distributor, uses a unique method 
of “targeted product placement.” 

To further develop this method, 
SRD has designed a unique, 
attractive display unit that will be 
associated as a point of purchase 
for prairie music.

“T would like to see product 
from prairie artists available for 
purchase at gift shops and bou- 
tiques across the province,” main- 
tains Cheek. “They will be dis- 
played and in stock, so that every 
tourist can leave here with a true 
sense of the Prairies and its influ- 
ences. 

“It’s no secret that record store 
sales have been on the decline for 
the past few years and yet there 
are more CDs being produced 
than ever — especially by inde- 
pendent artists. While the record 
stores are still our biggest buyer of 
our catalogue, it’s hard for small 
companies to compete with the 
marketing power that the major 
labels have at retail. So the chal- 
lenge is to seek out other markets, 
to go where a major label is not.” 

It's Cheek’s belief that it is 
becoming more difficult for inde- 
pendent artists to have their music 
heard and distributed to their 
fans, so she’s looking for ways to 
develop new markets that will 
help provide the artist with both 
public recognition and financial 
payoff. 

“Spirit River Distribution was 
born out of the overwhelming 
belief that the prairies have and 
do produce world-class musi- 
cians,” she explains. “Our resolve, 
both as a business and personally, 
has never wavered. We appreciate 
the enormous challenges facing 
the talented artists with whom-we 
work; and want to help.” 

There have been some hard-hit- 
ting changes at retail in the past 


few months. Sam the Record Man 
closed its doors nationwide when 
the long- running company folded; 
CD-Plus is in receivership; Indie 
Pool closed in many regions; and 
not the least of all is that consign-. 
ment pricing at HMV has risen to 
the point where the store takes a 
much larger markup than before 
from the artist. 

“Competition for the entertain- 
ment dollar is tough all over and 
there is a general glut on the mar- 
ket — almost too much choice,” 
says Cheek. “While it is still tough 
for indie artists, it’s my perception 
that more and more people are 
getting weary of formula pop and 
country and are looking for some- 
thing more meaningful.” 

So there is a need for alterna- 
tives to major-label product. 
“While most beginning bands are 
still working towards the ultimate 
‘record deal’, many seasoned 
bands are learning that staying 
indie gives them more creative 
freedom and often more money 
left in their pockets at the end of 
the day. I think the independent 
artist is becoming better educated 
in the music business and stays 
indie by choice,” she says. 

This weekend's event was first 
planned as a fund-raiser and 
awareness campaign for Spirit 
River to develop the prototype of 
the new CD display unit. There 
will be an artist's rendition of the 
new Prairie Song Display Units at 
the show for viewing purpose.

thought it would become what it 
has become. A big part of that is 
because of Neil Burkhart; he is a 
technical wizard. Because of him 
this has become an actual movie.

So while Singer spent his sum 
mer kayaking on the B.C. coast, 
Hamilton spent the next two 
months sequestered in 
Burkhart’s basement reviewing 
tapes and stills and writing a 
script.

That 
little segment of the film cap- 
tures the experience,” says 
Hamilton. 

Hamilton and Singer are 
already planning their nex‘ trip. 
They will bring the video cam- 
era along again but the making 
of a film will always remain sec- 
ondary to the experience. “When 
Matt and J are stuck in a nine-to- 
five job, these are the things that 
we dream about doing. Other 
people might dream about being 
a rock star, we dream about 
going travelling.”

For two days last week, many 
reporters at The Gazette in Montreal 
removed their names from the arti- 
cles they wrote. It Wasa protest 
against the decision by Southam 
News to force all of its 12 major met- 
ropolitan newspapers to run 
“national editorials” written at the 
Winnipeg corporate headquarters of 
parent company CanWest Global 
Communications Corp. The first was 
published last week. Another is to 
run Thursday. 

We believe this is an attempt to 
centralize opinion to serve the corpo- 
rate interests of CanWest. Far from 
offering additional content to 
Canadians, this will practically 
vacate the power of the editorial 
boards of Southam newspapers and 
thereby reduce the diversity of opin- 
ions and the breadth of debate that 
to date has been offered readers 
across Canada. 

CanWest's intention is initially to 
publish one national editorial a week 
in all major Southam newspapers.

More important, each editorial 
will set the policy for that topic in 
such a way as to constrain the edito- 
rial boards of each newspaper to.fol- 
low this policy. Essentially, CanWest 
will be imposing editorial policy on 
its papers on all issues of national 
significance. Without question, this 
decision will undermine the inde- 
pendence and diversity of each 
newspaper's editorial board and 
thereby give Canadians a greatly 
reduced variety of opinion, debate 
and editorial discussion. 

Editorial boards at each newspa- 
per exist to debate public policy 
issues, reach a consensus and then 
present the reasoning to the public. 
They are designed to be largely free 
of corporate interests. This crucial 
process of journalistic debate is 
undermined by editorials dictated 
by corporate headquarters. 

We believe this centralizing 
process will weaken the credibility 
of every Southam paper. Last week's 
first editorial, for example, calls on 
the federal government to reduce 


at the border. Some of it is designed 
to protect Canadians from terrorists, 
but much of it must be seen for 
what it is: a new public subsidy for 
multinational corporations. 

When Canadians patiently accept- 
ed cutbacks to health o care, unem- 
ployment insurance, and many 
other social 


and eventually to abolish capital- 
gains taxes for private foundations. 
Who would blame a reader for 
thinking the editorial simply serves 
the interests of the foundation run 
by the Asper family, owners of 
CanWest and Southam? Credibility 
is the most precious asset a newspa- 
per possesses. When the power of 
the press is abused, that credibility 
dies. 

Journalists have a duty to be faith- 
ful to the interests of their readers. 
Our responsibility is to seek the 
truth and encourage freewheeling 
debate ona full range of issues and 
present stories and ideas in as 
dynamic a way as possible. Blatant 
pressures applied to editors by 
CanWest have damaged this process 
at major newspapers across Canada. 

‘ The company is narrowing debate 
and corrupting both news coverage 
and commentary to suit corporate 
interests. 

A free press is no longer free 
when competing voices disappear, 
yet the federal government has 
recently permitted two large corpo- 
rations, CanWest and BCE Inc., to 
secure a stranglehold on Canada's 
major privately operated television 
and newspaper outlets. It is time for. 
a thorough inquiry into this danger- 
ous situation.

H-Foundation are house legends in the making

H:..-£ & Halo. House legends 
in the making, and if you love 
house music, and didn’t make it 
down to their show, you should 
be kicking yourself. They are the 
DJ's DJs. After a disappointing no- 
show earlier this year for a Nexus 
gig, a three-and-a-half hour set 
over at the New City Suburbs on 
Saturday was definitely a much 
anticipated kiss-and-make-up ses- 
sion. Nexus’ Shelly Solarz says, 
“There was only one reason for 
booking them — I love their 
music. They are the guys who 
make the records DJs buy.” Amen. 
They’re managed by Elite, with 
heavy hitters Armand Van Helden 
and Josh Wink in the same stable. 

The unwritten rule of respect for 
Superstar DJs was in effect that 
night. Around 250 people faced 
the decks as they danced, trying to 
keep one eye on the DJ, and their 
mind's eye on where the music 
was taking them. 

The duo, known as the H- 
Foundation, has a residency at 
Fabric London, slamming down

Whatever Nature doesn’t bestow on a subject, 
photographer Wei Yew adds with his computer

There is no such a thing as a bad 
photograph — just ones that need 
a nip here and a tuck there. Wei 
Yew is a master of improving on 
nature’s bounty. He can make 
holiday memories shinier and 
happier. He can change a miser- 
able, grey day on the English 
coast to a pristine seaside after- 
noon complete with light breezes 
and dappled sunlight. He can 
infuse a fading summer garden 
with rejuvenated colour and tex-

Photoshop to subtly, and some- 
times drastically, alter the images 
he has taken. “It is able to give 
you a whole new perspective on 
what you saw,” says Yew. He has 
assembled a sampling of some of 
his “adjusted” holiday photos for 
his first exhibit, Photo Eclectic, in 
Commerce Place. 

Part of Yew’s vision for the 
exhibit is to inspire others to 
explore the possibilities computer 
graphics offer. “The whole objec- 
tive is to let the viewer see the 
potential of a photograph when 
you add a different background,” 
he says.

Los Andes well worth the long trip south

R., doesn’t like driving down 99 
Street. He claims it’s like those old 
Flintstone cartoons: an endless loop 
of identical strip malls and mini 
industrial parks. Usually I agree 
with him, but tonight the gods 
smiled and we found Los Andes 
Restaurant with hardly any fuss. 
Good thing too, because we put off 
supper way too long and we're 
cranky. 

Yet, this burst of ill-temper dis- 
solves almost as soon as we take 
out seats (well, the glass of Chilean 
Sunrise Chardonnay helped too). 

While not the fanciest room I’ve 
eaten in this month, it’s the space 
with the best vibe. Los Andes man-

ages to be intimate despite the high 
ceiling (fitting given its industrial 
park home) boasting a fun, kitschy 
mock adobe paint job and loads of 
flag banners, maps and pictures of 
Chile. Not to mention the TV blar- 
ing Hispanic MTV over the funky 
fake fireplace which conspire to 
hypnotize me for the balance of the 


evening. 

As if we'd expect anything differ- 
ent, the menu proves to be as 
friendly and unpretentious as the 
decor, Not to mention that all the 
food is home-style and cooked from 
scratch. Just what this Scooby 
Review Gang member wants to 
hear'! 

While kinda heavy on the meat 
dishes, the menu is quite reasonable 
(entrees range from a little under $6 
for sandwiches to about $15 for the 
priciest item, which means we 
escape our three course meal with 
vine for only $60) and is pretty var- 
ied with something for everybody. 

For starters we opt for the 
Camarones al Ajillo and the 
Arrollado de Malaya, both of which 
come to the table in an enviable 
speed. 

The Camarones al Ajillo is this 
beautiful half-shell filled with 
plump little tiger shrimps swim- 
ming about in a bracing garlic /but- 
ter sauce! What a spicy little hunk 


of pure joy this dish is, arriving (like 
all our dishes did) with the tastiest 
little flat bread. You know, I'd walk 
down 99th to eat that bread again. 

The Arrollado de Malaya was 
also a total delight culinary frisson 
with a proviso. The dish consists of 
tasty little chunks of pork rolled 
with hard egg and carrot in a pork 
belly which is then thinly sliced 
before being served. An acquired 
taste for sure, but mighty fine and 
I'd recommend it in a second (when 
they said home-style they meant it, 
pork innards and all). 

We decide to go as broad as we 
can for our entrees: Ray goes for a 
fish dish (Corvina Negra) while I go 
for the Garbanzos con Longanizas 
(your basic sausage with a garban- 
zo bean side). 

This should come as no surprise 
given the raves I’ve piled on so far, 
but the entrees were as stunning as 
the previous course.

For several years, residents and 
business owners in the city’s most 
popular entertainment district 
have complained about drunken 
rowdiness. Tensions came to a 
head in the early hours of July 2 
when a full-scale riot erupted after 
Canada Day revelers headed from 
the Legislature grounds to Whyte 
Avenue, just as bar patrons were 
being turned out.

City hall has been wrestling 
with coming up with a solution to 
the problem that won’t ruin Old 
Strathcona’s ambience and vitali- 
ty. 

Local bar owners argue that 
they’re the reason Old Strathcona 
is so popular and fear city hall 
will try to regulate them out of 
business. 

Club Malibu has been operating 
for nearly 16 years. Owner Mike 
Yasinski declined comment on the 
city’s decision to shut him down 
when the lease runs cut,

There is a loose parallel 
between the two separate waves 
of Aum’s experimentation and, 
placed together, the Oklahoma 
City bombing and the larger 
attacks on the World Trade 
Center.

Aum’s queer leader, Shoko 
Asahara, an experimenter with 
LSD, who tried to have sex with 
many of the prettiest female 
cultists, Japanese hotties all. At 
first a kind, supportive man, he 
grew increasingly paranoid, 
installing special filters to stop 


_ Sarin gas attacks on his com- 
pounds, eventually acting like a 


withdrawn, caged gorilla in the 
end. 

Underground is a study of man 
driving himself too hard ina 
period of economic recession. It 


is also a look at how easily things 


fall apart, how charismatic lead- 
ers can lead the sheep to stra’ 
into the wrong pastures, wit 


knives in their hoofs for a certain 


cause. There has rarely been a 
more important time to think 
about these issues than now, as 
the leaders of our own growing 
empire storm the world.

0..,,, T’ll admit it. I’m not much 
of a fish fan. But, given my luke- 
warm attraction to scaled, swim- 
ming food items is not shared by 
the rest of the Scooby Review 
Gang, it was only a matter of time 
before we visited the Lighthouse 
Café nestled within the southside 
location of the Billingsgate fish 
market.

The milky way 


What to do when you grow 
tired of all those other fluids? 


With the assistance of a wickedly 
unsgueamish lover, | have managed 
to excrete from my obliging body 
almost all of the fluids | can pro- 
duce, i.e. bloodsweatspitcumpiss.

“Frequent suckling is the most 
effective trick,” said Dr. Nassim 
Assefi, a women’s health specialist at 
the University of Washington Medical 
School.
